No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

Gov. Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and improve 
state service!), but not to raise taxes 
during 1976. 


The "no new taxes" pledge was one 


of the main themes used by Walker 
during his annual State of the State 
message to the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 


The governor cited three "critical 


areas" of concern for the coming 
year. These were: 


• Improve personal safety. 
• Hold the line on taxes and spend- 


ing. 


• Toughen state ethics law. 
THE 
TOPICS WERE familiar 


themes for the governor, who is in- 
volved in a tough election battle. 
Many of the proposals outlined in the 


GOOD 


15-minute speech to both houses of the 
legislature have been advocated by 
Walker in the past. 


Walker did not comment in detail 


on the state's, current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30. The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $12.1 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level In the past 
IS years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a.m. United Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield. 


In detailing his call for increased 


personal safety programs, Walker 
said the people should "not be afraid 
to walk through the parks or take 
public transportation late at night."

"He also made no comment on the 


serious problem of ineligibles on the 
relief rolls, which could cost the state 
$90 million in federal aid this year." 


STATE REP. Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights: "It was the kind 
of speech that really could' not be ar- 


gued with. You can't be against no 
tax increases, personal safety and 
open government. He did not dwell on 
many social issues. But he did include 
a number of important matters in the 
laundry list at the end." 


S t a t e R e p . Donald Totten, 


R-Hoffman Estates: "One of the 
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that it will provide "swift justice and 
tough, sure punishment for lawbreak- 
ers." 


He called for all criminal trials to 


be held within 60 days of the time of 
arrest, abolishment of the parole sys- 
tem and development of a rehabilita- 
tion program. 


The personal safety proposal was 


made last year by the governor. He 
has called for replacing parole with 
exact prison terms for specific crimes 
and eliminating judicial and parole 
board decisions in determing in how 
long convicts serve. 


The program has already drawn 


criticism from the John Howard 
Assn., a citizens group which studies 
penal reform proposals.

Officials in Arlington Heights Dist. 


23 received a long list of assignments 
Wednesday that they hope will lead 
the district toward a solution to its 
declining enrollment. 


The board of education met as a 


commlttce-of-the-whole to discuss a 
consultant's report predicting a 31 per 
cent drop in enrollment by 1984 which 
will cause a $3.9 million deficit that 
year. 


The loss in enrollment could mean 


the closing of several of the district's 
schools, an increase in class size, a 
reduction in staff, an increase in 
taxes, cutbacks in educational pro- 
grams, and the transfer of sixth gra- 
ders from junior highs to elementary 
schools. 


RESIDENTS reacted to the con- 


sultant's report In a series of eight 
public sessions this winter. Board 
members discussed the public's reac- 
tion to the report Wednesday and then 
sent the administration scurrying to 
find more answers and more informa- 
tion that will start them on the path 
toward a solution to the district's en- 
rollment and financial quandry. 


Board members will meet again as 


a commlttee-of-the-whole Jan. 26 to 
tackle the new data. They plan to 
come up with a recommendation 
March 11 which would go to the board 
for approval March 25. 


The board asked the administration 


to: 


• Investigate the feasibility of mov- 


ing sixth graders from junior highs to 
elementary schools. The adminis- 
tration will prepare a report on the 
e d u c a t i o n advantages and dis- 
advantages of the transfer, the cost 
savings involved in moving the sixth 
graders, and whether the elementary 
school buildings have enough space to 
house a sixth grade class. Some board 
members also questioned whether the 
transfer of sixth graders could be op- 
tional in some of the district's schools. 


• Investigate the feasibility of a 


referendum asking for an increase in 
taxes. 


• Report on the impact of an In- 


crease In the average class size at 
various gride levels. The report will 
Include the cost savings because of in- 
creases in class size, the value of 
teacher aides In large classes and the 


educational disadvantages of larger 
classes. 


• Prepare a list of educational pro- 


grams mandated by the state to de- 
termine whether some of the district's 
non-mandated programs could be cut. 


• Report of the cost savings of clos- 


ing a school r a portion of a school 
building. 


• Investigate the legal problems in- 


volved in renting a building or portion 
of a building to another public or pri- 
vate agency. 


• Determine the cost of maintaining 


some of the district's older school 
buildings. 


• Pr.apare a report on the possible 


costs of busing students if some 
schools are closed. 


• Organize a census to be conducted 


by the PTA of the pre-school popu- 
lation in the district. The figures 
would be used to make enrollment 
projections which would be compared 
with projections prepared by the con- 
sultants, 


In discussing the reaction of resi- 


dents to the consultant's report board 
member Joan Klussmann said, "the 
neighborhood school concept came out 
as the top priority of the community." 
A neighborhood school is defined as 
an elementary school to which chil- 
dren can walk. 


THE DISTRICT may be able to 


keep more of its neighborhood ele- 
mentary schools open if it transfers 
sixth graders into these'schools and 
closes junior high school buildings. 
Board members said they felt parents 
had a mixed reaction to the transfer 
of sixth graders. 


"I look at a change in the sixth 


grade program as a reduction in pro- 
gram," said board member Edith Jol- 
ly, but parents seem to feel it is "one 
of the more palatable cuts." 


Board member Donald Gibbons said 


he got the feeling that parents some- 
times favored transfer of sixth gra- 
ders as a means of retaining neigh- 
borhood schools. 
• 


The board plans to hold several 


committee meetings before it makes a 
recommendation. Board Pres. Wil- 
liam Beck said residents will be 
allowed to address the board for one 
half hour at the beginning of each 
committee meeting if they make ad- 
vance arrangements with him. State- 
ments will be limited to five minutes.

Richard Kobylecky, 36, a CTA driver 
for 13 years, was not injured, Buck 
said.

The new ordinance and an accom- 


panying county master plan were 
unanimously approved Wednesday by 
the county board in a committee 
meeting. Final approval is expected 
at the board's meeting Monday. 


Alex Seith, chairman of the county 


zoning board which developed the new 
ordinance, said for. the first time the 
county will have a zoning designation 
that can be applied to land which 
ought to remain undeveloped, in- 
cluding golf courses, cemeteries and 
parks. 


PUBLICLY OWNED open land will. 


be zoned P-l under the new ordi- 
nance, while private land may be 
zoned P-2 at' the owner's request, 
Seith said. He said the new P-2 Zoning 
should encourage open space because 
"the owner who has P.-2 with lesser 
development rights should have the 
possibility of a lower property tax as- 
sessment," 


The ordinance drew some criticism 


from a representative of the League 


of Women Voters for not including a 
provision to allow developers of low- 
and moderate-income housing to in- 
crease the number of units allowed in 
zoning classifications as a way to en- 
courage such' housing., 


Betty Cameron of the league said 


the new ordinance is "an innovative 
document,? but needed the incentive 
for low-and moderate-income housing 
to "make the difference between 
housing only for the rich and housing 
for a variety of income levels." 


Seith said the zoning board rejected 


increasing density for low-income 
housing because that would "say to 
the critics that they're right and that 
because 'people don't pay their, full 
rent, we're going to crowd them to- 
gether."

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UP!) - Mos- 


lem and Palestinian gunmen encircled 
a Christian resort town south of Bei- 
rut Wednesday, bombarding it 'with 
artillery, rocket and mortar tire' to 
avenge the capture of a Palestinian 
refugee camp. 


Heavy fighting raging across Leba- 


non killed at least 95 persons and in- 
jured 200 others in 24 hours c- one of 
the highest daily tolls of the nine- 
month-old war. Total casualties rose 
to more than 8,500 dead and 18,150 
wounded. 


A joint force of 2,000 Palestinians 


and Moslems from Socialist Party 
chief Kamal Jublatt's militia sur- 
rounded the town of Damour, 25 miles 
south of Beirut on the Mediterranean 
coast, and began shelling it heavily. 


Communications with Damour were 


cut shortly after the attack began 
Wednesday afternoon. But initial re- 
portt indicated casualties among the 
town's 15,000 residents were high. Po- 
lice said wounded were being evac-' 
uated by sea. 


Yemen called on the 20-nation Arab 


League Wednesday to intervene mili- 
tarily to end the nine-month-old civil 
war, the Middle East News Agency 
reported. 


Witnesses said Christian forces led 


by armored cars seized the Dbayeh 
camp at dawn, advancing under the 
cover of round after round of mortar 
fire. 
' 


A Palestinian spokesman accused 


the Christians of killing or wounding 
at least 47 persons in a "massacre of 
killing, burning and looting" after the 
fall of Dbayeh, 10 miles north of Bei- 
rut. 


A spokesman for the right-wing 


Phalangist Parly, whose Christian 
militiamen spearheaded the attack, 
denied the charge and said the 2,500 
residents of the camp along the Medi- 
t e r r a n e a n coast were "perfectly 
safe." 


He said the camp was seized to pre- 


vent Palestinian guerrillas from using 
Dbayeh to shell surrounding Christian 
villages. The camp is predominantly 
Christian although most Palestinians 
in Lebanon are Moslem. 


Palestinians and Moslems retaliated 


in Beirut with a drive to cut the sup-N 
ply route from the downtown Pha- 
1 an gist headquarters to besieged 
Christian forces holed up in uptown 
hotels. 


A force of several hundred militia- 


men shelled the main downtown 
squares, pushing to within two blocks 
of the burning Beirut port. The fight- 


ing threatened to divide Beirut in 
half. 


But by late afternoon the Phalahg- 


ists had pushed them back two blocks 
to the far side of Parliament Square, 
battling along a line of ancient Roman 
pillars excavated a few years ago. 


The Palestinians and Moslems also 


fought to seize bridges across the Bei- 


rut River in an effort to break Chris- 
tian blockades of two other refugee 
camps, whose 10,000 residents have 
been without fresh food for 11 days. 


The Palestinians 
and Moslems 


Tuesday shelled Christian villages 
along a 70-mile stretch of Lebanese 
countryside to take pressure off the 
besieged residents of the Dbayeh, Tal 
Zaatar and Jisir Al Pasha camps. 


Arabs map U.N. resolution 
to give PLO own nation 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Arab 


diplomats attending the U. N. Secur- 
ity Council debate on the Middle East 
worked Wednesday on a resolution 
recognizing the right of Palestinians 
to a nation of their own. 


A five-member Arab committee pol- 


ished up the resolution for eventual 
submission to the council despite 
United States threats to veto such a 
motion. 


The council's third session began 


Wednesday with the United Nations 
closed to the public until further no- 


tice because of eight bomb threats. 


One of the anonymous callers warn- 


ed, "You will find a bomb in the seat 
of the PLO (Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization) in the Security Council." 
No bombs were found. 


On Monday, police discovered three 


pipe bombs planted near U. N. head- 
quarters. A fourth was discovered out- 
side the Iraqi mission. 


The Arab resolution was being 


drafted by Egypt, Jordan, Libya, Syr- 
ia and the PLO. 


U.S., Russia holding talks on Angola 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger disclosed 
Wednesday the United States and 
R u s s i a are holding "exploratory 
talks" on Angola and that he will 
travel to Moscow next week to seek a 
breakthrough in stalled arms limita-' 
lion negotiations. 


But he also told a news conference 


the United States — contrary to some 
published reports — has not for- 
warded a compromise proposal to 
break the arms deadlock, and he read 
a sharply worded statement warning 


that continued Russian intervention in 
the African civil war endangers de- 
tente. 


He said President Ford decided to 


send him to Moscow Jan. 20-23 "to 
continue discussion of questions of 
mutual interest/' despite failure to 
reach a satisfactory resolution of the 
Angola situation. 


At Soviet request, the United States 


and Russia last week postponed until 
Jan. 28 resumption of the U.S.-Soviet 
technical level talks at Geneva, Swit- 
zerland. 


Main obstacles at the moment con- 


cern whether to classify as strategic 
the Soviet Backfire B bomber, me- 
dium range Soviet bombers, and the 
U. S. and Russian "cruise missiles" 
— pilotless bombers with nuclear war- 
beads. 


The exploratory U.S.-Russian talks 


on Angola, he said, "would offer the 
possibility of progress" but further 
clarification is needed on the Soviet 
position. He did not assess prospects 


for a successful conclusion. 


He read the formal statement on So- 


viet intervention to reporters at the 
start of the news conference. 


"Soviet intervention in Angola," he 


said, "runs counter to the principle of 
the avoidance of unilateral advantage. 
The United States considers such ac- 
tion incompatible with a genuine re- 
laxation of tensions." 


The statement said Soviet maneu- 


vering for advantage in Angola, 


where it lacks historical or traditional 
interest, is reminiscent of earlier his- 
torical periods where great powers 
sought advantages only to be blocked 
by counteractions of other nations. 


In Angola, meantime, Soviet-backed 


troops have bombarded allied lines 
with artillery and poured reinforce- 
ments and armor into the Eastern 
area in preparation for an offensive 


expected at any time against the town 
of Luso. 


A spokesman for the National Union 


for the Total Independence of Angola 
(UNITA) said an armored column of 
at least 1,000 men including front-line 
Cuban troops and Soviet advisers was 
headed toward the Eastern front to 
reinforce the Marxist Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of Angola.

N.Y, may need more federal aid: firm 


An independent accounting firm commissioned by the Treasury 


said Wednesday night New York City may be unable to regain 
solvency without more federal aid than provided by President 
Ford's emergency $2.3 billion loan program for the city. Despite the 
report's pessimistic tone, Treasury Secretary William Simon an- 
nounced he approved an additional $140 million loan to the city, to 
be made Thursday.

Eleven of the cabinet members are military 
men and three are civilians.

Patty tells how doctor's 
questions made her cry 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 


Hearst took the stand Wednesday for 
the first time since her kidnaping 
nearly two years ago and described 
how she cried and became hysterical 
when a government psychiatrist ac- 
cused her of plotting her own kidnap-' 
ing and proudly taking part in a bank 
robbery. 


Speaking quietly, before a court- 


room audience, the newspaper heiress 
described a Jan. 7 interview with a 
psychiatrist identified by the defense 
as Dr. Harry Kozol. 


Her appearance came during a sur- 


prise' hearing called to discuss a de- 
fense request that Kozol be barred 
from interviewing Miss Hearst again. 


"He asked me if I felt proud about 


robbing a bank, and I told him I 
didn't feel proud," Miss Hearst testi- 
fied. "He said, 'But there,must .have 
been congratulations going around,' 
but I told him I didn't feel proud." 


Three times during the interview, 


she said, she broke down and cried 
and asked defense attorney Albert 
Johnson, who was in the building, if 
she should continue. 
- Miss Hearst said at one point Kozol 
said: "Let's go to Feb. 4 (the date of 
the kidnaping). You've got yourself 


kidnaped. What happened then?" 


Defense attorney F. Lee Bailey 


asked her if any other doctor had ac- 
cused her of "getting herself kidnap- 
ed." 


"No," she replied. 
"Was his attitude and manner sim-. 


ilar to the other doctors?" Bailey 
asked. 


"No. Everything was like an accu- 


sation. He really didn't care what I 
did or didn't say." 


Under cross-examination by U.S. 


A t t o r n e y James Browning, Miss 
Hearst said she left the consultation 
room to speak with Johnson. 


"I was upset and I wasn't feeling 


very well, but I was not hostile," she 
said. 


Defense attorney Johnson testified 


that she was emotionally upset during 
the interview. 


"She was in a state I can best de- 


scribe as emotional collapse," "he 
said. "She was crying — sobbing. She 
said, the doctor had made derogatory 
remarks and didn't believe anything 
she told him."

Exner to describe sex with JFK9 Sinatra, 'Momci9 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Judith Camp- 


bell Exner will fully describe her sex- 
ual relationships with the late'Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, the late Mafia 
leader Sam "Mono" Giancana and 
Frank Sinatra in her forthcoming 
book, her literary agent said Wednes- 
day. 


An outlined the book submitted to 


publishers said Mrs. Exner, 41, began 
her sexual involvement with Kennedy 
during a fourday tryst at New York's 
Pirn Hotel IB March, I860, •bout a 
month alter she was introduced to 


him in Las Vegas by Frank Sinatra. - 


Literary agent 'Scott Meredith told a 


news conference that Mrs. Exner's in- 
volvement with Kennedy continued 
through the late fall of 1962, including 
about 20 meetings in mid-1961 at the 
White House following Kennedy's 
election. 


Mrs. Exner and Kennedy parted 


amiably and without bitterness be- 
cause it "simply had become too diffi- 
cult tomaintaJa the relationship, with 
the constant need for secrecy and the 


pressures and demands Kennedy had 
to meet," the outline said. 


About two weeks after she began 


her liason with Kennedy, Mrs. Exner 
was introduced to Giancana at the 
Fontainebleu Hotel in Miami Beach, 
also by Sinatra, the book outline said, 
and they later became lovers. 


The outline said that Giancana nev- 


er talked about his business with Mrs. 
-Exner'except to allude once to his 
role in helping Kennedy win the presi- 
dency. 


"After Kennedy waa elected, he 


(Giancana) told Judith that he had 
thrown his weight behind Kennedy 
during the tight race," the outline 
said. "It is to be remembered that the 
election was decided in Illinois and 
that Illinois was decided in Chicago 
while Sam Giancana was the undis- 
puted boss of organized crime . . . 
Judith has absolutely no knowledge of 
having been used as a connection be- 
tween the Mafia and the White 
House." 


The book outline said that in the 


early fall of 1969, Sinatra, whom Mrs. 
Exner had known for many years, be- 
gan asking her out on dates and their 
relationship became "romantic." 


"Judith soon found, though, that she 


could not accept Sinatra's approach to 
sex after discovering that his tastes 
ran into areas which might be termed 
kinky, and so she insisted the relation- 
ship go no further." 


Shortly after their ' first meeting, 


Kennedy told Mrs. Exner that his 
marriage to Jacqueline was in bad 


shape and she had intended to divorce 
him. 


"The Kennedy family had managed 


to hold them together and make her 
realize that a divorced Catholic from 
Boston stood small chance of gaming 
the nomination, let alone the presiden- 
cy," the outline said.

1050 W. Plum Grove Rd., 
Buffalo Grove, her mother could find 
help arriving at answers through a 
two-part sex education workshop for 
parents being conducted by the Coop- 
er PTA. 


Led by Joyce Gallery, girls' physi- 


cal education and- sex education 
teacher, the workshop is designed to 
help parents supplement the school's 
sex education program in areas the 
school does not cover: abortion, birth 
control, homosexuality, 
alternative 


life styles and moral questions of sex- 
ual behavior. 


The Idea for the parent workshop 


came to Ms. Gallery and Principal 
Robert White after they noticed how 
perceptive students' questions had be- 
come in the course of the annual two- * 
week sex education unit. 


B E C A U S E WHEELING-Buffalo 


Grove Dlst. 21 has limited its sex edu- 
cation program to information on hu- 
man reproduction, anatomy and so- 
cial diseases, the PTA governing 
board thought it might be a good idea 
to help parents with the harder ques- 
tions of human sexuality. They sched- 
uled parent workshops on sex educa- 
tion for this last Monday and Monday, 
Jan 19. 


"We expected 20 parents at the out- 


side." said White. "We had 50 parents 
sign up." 


Carol Smith, an Arlington Heights 


mother, said she was curious to learn 
just what her eighth grade son knows. 
"He jokes around about it Csex) but I 
wonder how much he really knows," 
she said. 


"I'd like to combat some things that 


are hearsay," said Bruce Smith, her 
husband. "I think we can answer his 
questions better if we know what kind 
of Information he's receiving." 


AT MONDAY'S session, Ms. Gallery 


briefly reviewed what the district 
teaches junior high school students 
about sex. This information was not 
new to many parents — Oist. 21 holds 
annual parent orientation meetings on 
their sex education program. 
• Ms. Gallery gave parents the same 
pretest she gives st -enth graders be- 
fore beginning the sex-education unit. 
Parents were asked to match terms 
like urethra, menopause, placenta and 
scrotum to their definitions, and some 
parents laughed as they discovered 
they had a few wrong answers. 


But they weren't alone. Ms. Gallery 


distributed a list of,questions boys 
and girls commonly ask before taking 
the bex-education unit. Questions re- 
vealed that many seventh graders 
were in the dark about menstruation, 
parts of the anatomy and the process 
of reproduction, despite these topics 
being discussed in lesser detail in the 
lower grades. Although seventh gra- 
ders' may wearily complain that they 
"know all that stuff," it's remarkable 
to see just how little they do t know, 
Ms. Gallery said. 


The Dist. 21 sex education and fami- 


ly living program was adopted in the 
late 1960s, said Marjorie Beu, assist- 
ant superintendent for instruction. 
Taught in kindergarten through eighth 
grades, the curriculum stresses a 
wholesome, natural attitude toward 
sex and family life.' 


ALTHOUGH -SEX' education is 


taught in every grade, the program is 
completely voluntary, Miss Beu said. 
Parents are invited to the annual ori- 
entation meetings and may withdraw 
their child from the program if they 
prefer to handle the subject at home.. 
Additionally, all instructional mate- 
rials in the sex education program 
are reviewed and approved by parent 
committees. 


In the Dist. 21 curriculum, kinder- 


gartners begin sex education by learn- 
ing that growth is natural and all life 
reproduces its own kind. Human sex- 
uality enters the picture by fourth 
grade and becomes more sophis- 
ticated by junior high school, when 
students learn about reproduction, 
prenatal development, personal rela- 
tionships and venereal diseases. 


While Cooper's two-week sex educa- 


tion program ' teaches students the 
correct vocabulary and the basics 
about reproduction and sexual rela- 
tionships, society exposes them to far 
more complex problems that the 
schools don't handle. Next wee'k, par- 
ents will be asked to share their 
thoughts and, experiences in dealing 
with topics like abortion, birth control 
and alternative life styles. Ms. Gal- 
lery will offer suggested ways of an- 
swering questions on these topics, 


With parent interest already higher 


than expected, White said it might be 
possible to offer future parent sex 
education workshops and open them 
up to parents outside the Cooper at- 
tendance area. At present, however, 
Monday's session will be limited to 
parents who attended this week's 
workshop, he said.

ti& smiling off glass mugs and ash 
trays.

But no more. What was once daring 


is now accepted just about every- 
where. You soon may find Playboy 
paraphernalia — mugs, pins, t-shirts 
— sold in your local convenience gro- 
cery store. 


And that's bound to make Don Gue- 


rin happy.. He's manager of Playboy 
Enterprises' distribution center at 900 
Morse Ave., in Elk Grove Village's

Village-Buffalo Grove 
bus route OKd by RTA

A shuttle bus service from Buffalo 


Grove to the Chicago and North West- 
ern By. train station in Arlington 
Heights has been approved by the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority. 


Edward Bailey, RTA project direc- 


tor for the Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing araas, said the RTA board last 
week approved the plan, which will 
provide the service on a six-month 
trial basis with full RTA funding. Also 
included will be service to Woodfield 
Mall and Harper College. 


The plan for the shuttle bus service 


must still be approved by the village 
board. 


ROUTES THROUGH Buffalo Grove, 


Arlington Height* and Wheeling have 
been determined, but coat, schedule 
and fare information is still. in- 
complete. Bailey said. If the village 
trustees approve the plan, the service 
could be in operation "within four to 
eight weeks," Bailey said. ' 


The shuttle service for commuters 


would start at Mundelein and Arling- 
ton Heights roads, wind through .Buf- 
falo Grove and continue down Arling- 
ton Heights Road to Oaktoo. The 
buses would then continue along Dun- 
tot Avenue to the train station, with 
stops along the entire route. 


Daytime service to Woodfield Mall 


and Harper College would tentatively 
start at Dundee and Buffalo Grove 
roads and Include portions of Arling- 
ton Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. The Woodfield-Harper service 
wilt not operate during the morning 
and evening commuter rush hours, 
Bailey said. 


"Hopefully, the whole thing will go 


pretty smoothly now," Bailey said. He 
said he hopes to have the schedule 
and cost information "within seven 
days'' for board consideration. 


ONCE THE BOARD approves the 


plan, the RTA will start* contract ne- 
gotiations to obtain an operator for 
the service. Bailey said.

Penny-pinching proves costly for Mass, governor

BOSTON (LENS) - Michael Du- 


kakis has devoted about 99 per cent of 
his first year as governor of Mas- 
sachusetts to one task: staving off 
bankruptcy for the state. On that is- 
sue, but perhaps only on that one, the 
voters of Massachusetts might affirm 
his year a success, 


But achieving that Success" (the 


budget is now balanced, the state has 
not gone bankrupt) has been costly 
for Dukakis. It has led him to adopt a 
series of desperate and unpopular fis- 
cal measures. Automatic cost-of-liv- 
ing salary Increases were halted for 
the state's 68,000 employes. Some 
18,000 people were eliminated from 
the relief rolls by removing eligibility 
for those who were single and employ- 
able. 


A new state tax has also been start- 


ed despite Dukakis's campaign pledge 
that he would not increase taxes. 


Dukakis's administrative 
policies 


have cut ms own staff in half, pared 
away large parts of the social ser- 
vices and all but ended the wide- 
spread patronage practices that have 
come to be accepted as prerequisites 
for many legislators and executives

within the state government. 


THE NOT SURPRISING result Is 


that Governor Dukakis has become a 
highly unpopular political figure, par- 
ticularly within his own Democratic 
parly. The Democrats in the state leg- 
islature (they control it) are furious 
with Dukakis for his stand on patron- 
age, rightly seeing this as curb on 
their political power, both in their 
dealings with executive officials and 
with their supporters in the wards and 
communities. Without jobs to barter, 
their political authority is somewhat 
diminished. 


Dukakis has been firm and unde- 


viating about patronage in part from 
ethical principle, in part from a belief 
that the patronage system makes for 
i n e f f i c i e n t management. No one 
doubts his integrity or his theories of 
management. But party workers as 
well as party leaders have com- 
plained of his rigidity and his lack of 
political sensitivity. "If he would bend 
in just a few cases," complained one 
Democrat, "he could have the neces- 
sary leaders on his side." Instead, the 
governor has alienated or angered 
many of the old-line Democrats whose 
place within the party owes some- 
thing to the patronage system. 


Liberals in the party, by contrast, 


are inclined to' support the governor's 
attack on patronage, but they are bit- 
ter about his cutbacks in welfare and 
other social programs. Medical bene- 
fits have been pared down. Requests 
by state agencies for the 1976 fiscal 
budget amounted to $4 billion, but Du- 
kakis cut the total by nearly $1 billion. 
He has now recommended that tuition 
fees at the state university be in- 
creased. 


FACED WITH such actions, the lib- 


eral Democrats talk of betrayal. On 
the broad national Issues, Dukakis ap- 
peared as a candidate of liberal, re- 


formist views. His positions on Viet- 
nam, amnesty, abortion laws, wom- 
en's rights and civil rights — the ral- 
lying issues for liberal Democrats for 
years past — appeared to place him 
decidedly left of the political center. 
The liberals inferred that he also be- 
lieved in the duty of government to 
provide citizens with help and ser- 
vices and opportunities for better life. 


Instead they have discovered that 


Dukakis is a fiscal conservative who 
believes the state should supply only 
the services it can afford. He con- 
tends, and few dispute him, that he 
inherited a state deficit that had been 
carefully concealed from public view 
and that posed a real threat of bank- 
ruptcy for Massachusetts. 


The new administration found that 


it had inherited a deficit of more than 
$300 million. By last spring additional 
costs sent that figure spiralling to the 
$700 million mark. The preceding ad- 
ministration had simply followed a 
habit of delaying payments from one 
year to the next and of overstating the 
anticipated revenue. The budget was 
balanced on paper — under Mas- 
sachusetts state law it must be bal- 
anced — but in practice the state was 
simply building up a monumental 


deficit' 


DEFICIT SPENDING tends to be a 


way of government life. The pressures 
have favored expansion of services 
and the expansion of bureaucracy to 
administer those services. The past 
year and a half has also seen more 
unemployment — Massachusetts has 
about 13 per cent of its working popu- 
lation unemployed — and more unem- 
ployed remaining out of work for an 
extended period of time. Unlike New 
York, where the city foots a quarter 
of the public assistance bill, Boston 
manages to pass along its welfare 
costs to the state, along with trans- 
port costs and a sizable proportion of 
its education expenses 


Some of the Massachusetts Demo- 


crats reproach Dukakis with a mis- 
conception of what a state govern- 
ment in such a situation ought to be 
doing They would say it ought to be 
raising more money from the federal 
government and, in the form of taxes, 
from business to pay for the expanded 
services that it needs. 


Instead, he has chosen to pull in his 


horns and balance his budget in fact, 
as well as on paper; for this he has 
been labelled the best Republican gov- 
ernor the Democrats ever had. 


The same label has been attached 


to Governor Jerry Brown of California 
and Governor Dan Walker of Illinois. 
The three men share a number of su- 
perficial characteristics. They are 
relatively young (Dukakis is 41), they 
are Democrats, and they reached of- 
fice by campaigns somewhat apart 
from the state party machine. In ef- 
fect they projected themselves as in- 
dependent men not identified with 
partisan politics. Each got enthusias- 
tic support from at least some liberals 
and independents. 


NOW, IN OFFICE, they have all 


made efforts to eliminate patronge, to 
force austerity and fiscal responsi- 
bility on their respective legislatures, 
and in the process to challenge as- 
sumptions and policies that are identi- 
fied with liberal causes and with the 
"great society." All are still new in 
their elected jobs. 


In varying degrees all have pro- 


voked some dissatisfaction 
within 


their own state parties On the other 
hand, the "no-nonsense" austerity and 
the willingness to take an independent 
line may bring some new votes to the 
Democratic party in this election 
year.

The way we see it 
Hiring study: 
results needed 


A civil rights group last week 


made police department hiring 
practices of blacks and other mi- 
norities an issue in the North- 
west suburbs. 


Clyde H. Brooks, chairman of 


the Southern Christian Lead- 
ership Conference's suburban 
chapter, announced that his 
g r o u p is investigating five 
Northwest suburban and two 
North suburban police depart- 
ments. The investigation is on 
the heels of the Chicago dispute 
over police department hiring. 


The target here is whether our 


departments arc making "good 
faith efforts" to recruit black po- 
lice officers. 


Brooks said the probe is 


prompted by the growing num- 
ber of blacks living in the North- 
west suburbs, as well as by the 
recent freeze on revenue sharing 
funds for Chicago because of al- 
leged racial and sexual bias in 
police hiring. 


Before the issue becomes an 


emotional one, we think two 
points should be made: 


• Police 
departments, 
like 


any other form of local govern- 
ment, should welcome scrutiny, 
whether from local government 
or from the public they serve. 


If our local departments have 


nothing to hide then there should 
be little fear from such a critical 
examination. 


• The SCLC has an equal re- 


sponsibility to issue a full report 
on its findings, even if those 
findings find no racial bias what- 
soever in police hiring. 


Too often such studies get 


enormous initial publicity but 
when the results do not match 
some of the preconceptions of 
the investigators, the results are 
buried. It would be a disservice 
to do so in this case. 


By the end of April, the SCLC 


plans to have completed its in- 
vestigation. Whatever the re- 
sults, we deserve to know what 
they are. Perhaps then we can 
make some conclusions about 
what's right — or wrong — 
about police hiring practices.

Monday night, for example, an- 
chorwoman Jane Pauley an- 
nounced through much laughter 
that a similar 'N' also is used on 
the back of a matchbook cover 
in Louisville, Ky., to advertise a 
business. Even the veteran 
stone-faced Floyd Kalber 
laughed at this report. 


The new red and blue symbol 


cost NBC thousands of dollars to 
develop and probably will cost 
them several thousand more in 
court settlements. 


We suggest NBC just swallow 


its pride and bring back the pea- 
cock. After all, there's the old 
saying: "A bird in hand is worth 
two in the bush."

the suburbs did not prevent the crea- 
tion of the RTA I don't see what has 
changed that would make our opposi- 
tion more influential.

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Voluntary busing—cure for school ills? 


State Schools Supt. Joseph Cronln is 


quietly but steadily hatching the idea 
of a voluntary city-suburban in- 
tegration program, in the hope that it 
could be a cure for the lack of a deseg- 
regation plan in the City of Chicago 
while filling up empty classrooms all 
over Cook County. 


Cronln met last week with the North 


Region school administrators to dis- 
cuss the'severe problems we are fac- 
ing with declining enrollments'and re- 
sulting financial problems. In addition 
to several legislative proposals that 
would bring more state-aid dollars, 
one of the suggestions he came up with 
was a voluntary program for busing 
minority students from Chicago public 
schools to suburban districts. 


"There Is a need in some of the sub- 


urbs to close down schools. There is 
also a need in Chicago for new schools 
and a desegregation plan. At the 
(school administrators) meeting we 
tried to match the two problems and 
come up with some solutions," Cronin 
said when I talked with him this 
week. 


HE SAID HE IS involved in setting 


up,a conference to be held in the next 
few months, of Chicago and suburban 
educators who will discuss the idea 
further. 


Cronin has a lot of experience with 


a city-suburban program of this na- 
ture. Prior to coming to Illinois last 
year, Cronln was secretary of educa- 


Dow climbs fast; 
market reaches 
26-month high 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Investors, 


cheered By auto sates reports and di- 
minished profit taking, resumed their 
buying spree Wednesday and drove 
prices to their highest level in 26 
months in active trading on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


off more than a point at the outset, 
climbed 16.69 points to 929.63, the best 
level since it finished at 932.65 on 
Nov. 8,1973. 


The blue-chip average has gained 


77.22 points through the first nine ses- 
sions of the new year. Prior to Tues- 
day's 9.45-point loss, the Dow had 
climbed 69.96 points for the year. 
Since Dec. S, 1975. when It finished at 
818.80, the average has gained 110.83 
points. 


H E A V Y BUYING erupted just 


about the time General Motors report- 
ed its early January new car sales 
soared a full 80 per cent above the 
disastrous corresponding period last 
year. The other automakers reported 
higher sales, also. 


The news spread the market's ad- 


vance throughout the list. Standard It 
Poor's SCO-stock Index gained 1,58 to 
97.13, a new 1975-76 high, and the av- 
erage price of an NYSE common 
share increased by 52 cents. Advances 
routed declines, 1,322 to 310, among 
the 1.916 issues crowing the tape. 


Volume totaled a hefty 30,340,000 


shares, but it was down from the 
34,590.000 traded Tuesday, the second 
heaviest trading session in the 184- 
year history of the NYSE. Wednes- 
day's turnover was the 13th heaviest 
in history. More than 95 million 
shares have been traded in three ses- 
sions this week.

tion in Massachusetts where a metro-

The program is located in Boston — 


not. In the South Boston area where 
riots and mayhem have erupted since 
court-ordered busing began this fall — 
and 30 suburbs participate. 


Cronin said several private founda- 


tions and the state government helped 
absorb some of the costs in setting up 
the program, which began with about 
300 students being bused from the 
city into suburban schools. 


WHEN CRONIN left Massachusetts 


a year ago, there were 3,000 partici- 
pants, a waiting list of black young- 
sters wanting to participate and a 
waiting list of suburban schools that 
wanted to take part. 


What made it work? Cronin said the 


fact that it is voluntary, rather than 
forced by a court, is one factor. There 
were also efforts made to have a coor- 
dinator in each district who planned 


special programs for .students and 
parents, and meetings were set up in 
advance for both sets of parents. 


People in the suburban schools, in- 


cluding Cronin, signed up to be host 
families; so if a city child became ill 
he Would have a place to go until ar- 
rangements could be made to take 
him home. 


Cronin said although the program 


began with one-way busing, there are 
now suburban children signing up to 
be bused into the city. 


Similiar programs are operating in 


Rochester, N.Y. and Hartford, Conn. 


THE CLOSEST we've ever come to 


a program of .this type was about four 
or five years ago when some subur- 
ban schools joined in Operation Wing- 
spread, where groups of black young- 
sters came out during the summer or 
school year for "learning experi- 
ences^' 


Cronin said some school adminis- 


trators who participated in Operation 


Wingspread felt a city-suburban ex- 
change might work. 


"There were no commitments made 


.by anyone," Cronin said, "but they, 
did feel they wanted to explore the 
idea further. For some districts, espe- 
cially those with severely declining 
enrollment, this might • be just the 
right time to start discussions." 


Whenever the topic of schooUdeseg-, 


regation comes up, Chicago gets 
raked over the coals for its lack of 
planning. Most educators agree that it 
is only a matter of time before Chi- 
cago is forced into a desegregation 
program by a Supreme Court deci- 
sion. And most agree that should that 
happen, the city probably will be 
thrust into the turmoil being experi- 
enced in other northern metropolises 
where busing has been mandated by 
the courts. 


CRONIN'SAID he has discussed the 


city-suburban program with Chicago 
Schools Supt. Joseph Hannon and that 
he was "open to the idea." 


Cronin pointed out that when the 


Wilmington, Del., desegregation case 
was sent before the Supreme Court, 
the court ruled that interdistrict 
school desegregation remedies may • 
be considered in fashioning a remedy 
for school segregation. 


At the same time, the court'upheld 


the right of a school district to refuse

forced merger for desegregation pur- 
poses, citing the Milliken vs. Bradley 
Detroit case. The court ruled that be- 
fore district boundaries are set aside, 
it must first be shown that "racially 
discriminatory acts of the state or lo- 
cal school districts or of a single dis- 
trict have been a substantial cause of 
interdistrict segregation." 


But the court added that "boundary 


lines may be' bridged in circum- 
stances where there has been a con- 
stitutional violation calling for inter- 
district relief." 


Cronin said that with federal judges 


ordering suburbs to get involved "we 
should not be sitting around waiting 
for a court to tell us what to do. Why 
don't we start investigating on our 
own?"

Bar associations will vote whether lawyers should

If you are a middle-income Ameri- 


ctn, chances'are good that you now 
need, will need or nave needed legal 
services but have not obtained them. 


This fact has been 
established 


through surveys by the American Bar 
Association (ABA). The reasons or- 
dinary Americans are not getting the 
legal help they need, according to the 
ABA: 


• They don't know how to find a 


lawyer. 


• They fear, often justifiably, that 


they can't afford traditional legal ser- 
vices. 


To remedy this situation — and to 


head off an imminent legal challenge 
fay the federal government — the le- 
gal profession Is considering striking 
down its traditional ban on lawyer 
advertising. 


Lawyers, like physicians, pharmac- 


ists, optometrists' and other profes- 
sionals, have long maintained ethical 
restrictions against advertising on the 
grounds that it Is "undignified." 


But former Federal Trade Commis- 


sion chairman Lewis Engman, in 
launching an attack against advertis- 
ing bans in all of these professions 
last year, asked, "Why does it de- 
mean anyone's dignity to provide in- 
formation?" 


"Readily available product (or ser- 


vice) information is the lifeblood of a 
free market. .. Advertising tells the 
consumer what is, available, and 
where, and for how much . . ." Eng- 
man said. 


THE ISSUE was brought to a head 


for lawyers last year when the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled In Goldfarb vs. 
Virginia State Bar that lawyers' min- 
imum fee schedules constitute price- 
fixing in violation of the Sherman An- 
titrust Act. 


This milestone decision put lawyers 


on notice that they, along with other 
"learned professions," would no long- 
er be exempt from antitrust law. And, 
according to the Justice Department, 
advertising bans are also an antitrust 


violation because they are agree- 
ments which inhibit price competition. 
The Justice Department believes that 
price advertising would result in low- 
er legal prices. 


Lawyers' advertising restrictions 


are also being challenged on the 
grounds that consumers have a con- 
stitutional "right to know" under the1 
First Amendment. This case was filed 
last year by Consumers Union against 
the American Bar Association. Bar 
members had cited the anti-advertis- 
ing ethic in refusing to provide Con- 
sumers Union with information about 
their practices for publication in a di- 
rectory. 


WILLIAM JACOBS, a Des Plaines 


attorney and northwest suburban 


delegate to the Illinois State Bar as- 
sembly, says small law practices fear 
the big firms will advertise them out 
of business. Jacobs recently polled 
northwest suburban lawyers and 
found an overwhelming majority op- 
pose advertising. 


But proponents of advertising argue 


that it will greatly increase the con- 
sumption of legal services by making 
them available to middle-income 
people, and thus creating more busi- 
ness for lawyers. 


As it is, only the rich, who can af- 


ford to hire an attorney, and the poor, 
who can get free or inexpensive legal 
help through legal aid clinics, have 
adequate access to legal services, the 
ABA found. 


THE ABA'S ETHICS committee has 


proposed that the profession permit 
"dignified" 
advertising, 
including 


prices and type of practice (divorce, 
corporation, etc.) but prohibiting any 
"self-laudatory comments" or decep- 
tive claims. 


This proposal will be voted on by 


the Illinois bar this Saturday and by 
the ABA in February. 


In preparing this recommendation, 


the ABA pinpointed some of the pros 
and cons of advertising. On the plus 
side, advertising could result in: 


• Price reduction through in- 


creased volume and efficiency. 


Legal services are now tailor- made 


by individual lawyers for individual 
clients. They could be more economic- 
ally delivered by use of para-profes- 


Oakton conference gives women 
new look at their minds, bodies

Think back to high school, to grade 


school. 


What was the snap subject, the easy 


course because it was so simple? 


Health, right? 
Health was a big nothing. And you 


hardly listened. 


Well, health was a big something 


and everybody listened at Oakton 
Community College last week. It was 
women's conference day, "The New 
Woman: Health in Mind and Body." 
And despite the snow, ice and zero 
temperature, 135 women turned out — 
women who werr tired of never hav- 
ing their questions answered, of never 
being given enough time, of never 
being told their options, of never 
being apprised of the side effects of 
their medication — in short, tired of 
being treated like "women" when 
they went to their doctors. 


THE DAY WAS scheduled so that 


one could attend three separate work- 
shops (seven were offered, so It was 
difficult to decide) and a post-lunch 
panel discussion. At the same time/ 
two films were being shown contin- 
uously. 


The seven workshops were: Self 


Help (a sort of do-it-yourself for bet- 
ter health), Mental Health, Sexuality, 
Alcoholism, 
Hysterectomy, 
Men- 


opause and Weight Control. 


At the post-lunch panel discussion, 


women asked themselves, "What is 
good health care? How can we get it? 
How are we treated by physicians? 
How can we change it?" 


At the close of the conference, they 


surely must have felt as I did — 
"Hey, I do have some rights!" 


She pointed out that in most house- 


holds the husband works from 9 to 5 
with only a few breaks. But how 
many women at home pace them- 
selves so they "must" have a nap in 
the afternoon? "Why," she asked. "Is 
it necessary? Are we, as women, not 
quite capable?" 


She noted that women at home are 


becoming more and more immobile. 
Physiologically, those naps are unnec- 
essary. 


IN THE AREA of weight gain, ac- 


cording to Ms. Nudelman obesity is 
simply the result of overeating and a 


, woman eats, smokes and drinks from 
boredom. That woman is saying, "I 
need a lot of outside stimulus to be an 
Interesting person." 


A woman should actively seek out 


places to go and things to do that 
make her feel better. And she needs 
at least one person to help, sometimes 
a whole group. In a very mature rela- 
tionship, help can come from a loving

THE LONE MAN In the group 


•poke up. "The female must let the 
male know he is still important, still 
adequate, for her," he said. "He hai 
been railed to feel the way he does, 
and, he feels his adequacy threat- 


"What price are you willing to pay 


for what?" added Ms. Nudelman. 
"You must decide. Weigh it. What's 
more important? What satisfaction do 
you have as a woman in satisfying 
someone else? Are there any good 
feelings for you in making your hus- 
band happy? Or do you do-it because 
you are afraid or feel guilty? What 
works for you?" 


It was suggested that there are 


many low-key groups where women 
can get together and discuss some of 
these concerns. 


"Mental health is a continuum," 


said Ms. Nudelman. "It's not like 
physical health. Our needs change as 
we get older. We solve some prob- 
lems; we don't solve others. Certain 
stages in life re-activate them." 
Hysterectomy: 
Need for it 
questioned 


The session on hysterectomy at 


0 a k t o n' s health care conference 
might have been entitled, "Is This 
Hysterectomy 
Really Necessary?" 


Dr. Dana Brian, a family practice 
specialist who is connected with the 
Chicago Women's Health Center and 
is in her residency at Cook County 
Hospital, conducted the discussion. 
She was backed up by Maggi Atterbe- 
ry of the Committee to End Ster- 
ilization Abuse. 


"In 197S, about 700,000 American 


woman had hysterectomies. 
They 


spent $400 million in gynecoligical 
fees alone," said Dr. Brian, "and 
12,000 of them died." 


She pointed out that, next to having 


your tonsils out, hysterectomy is the 
second most common surgical proce- 
dure. There are, proportionately, at 
least twice as many hysterectomies 
performed in the United States as in 
Great Britain. 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Brian, the 


only sound reason for having a hys- 
terectomy is cancer — cancer of the 
cervix, the uterine lining or the 
ovaries. When other reasons are ad- 
vanced, Dr. Brian advises getting an- 
other doctor's opinion and learning all 
possible options. 


She questions the validity of the fol- 


lowing reasons which doctors some- 
times give for suggesting a hys- 
terectomy: fibroid tumors, prolapse 
of the uterus, chrome pelvic in- 
flammatory disease, prolonged ute- 


r i n e bleeding, menopause, end- 
ometriosis (painful periods), and ret- 
roflexed uterus. 


"These conditions sometimes cause 


no symptoms at all," she said. "But if 
they do, there are many ways to treat 
them." 


FOR ANY WOMAN considering 


hysterectomy as a method of ster- 
ilization, she points out that the cost 
of this surgery is three to four times 
greater than toe cost of having a tub- 
al ligation. Moreover the com- 
plications rate of hysterectomy is 20 
times greater. 


Dr. Brian wants women to realize 


that hysterectomy is major surgery 
and may have serious side effects, 
such as pneumonia (which may result 
from long periods under, general anes- 
thesia), urinary tract infections, blad- 
der injury and soreness, wound in- 
fections and wound opening, trauma 
phlebitis, bleeding, post-surgery de- 
pression and even death. 


"Of all women undergoing hyster- 


ectomy, 1.5 per cent die," she said. 


IF A GYNECOLOGIST tells a 


patient, "Let's do a hysterectomy now 
rather than wail for an emergency," 
there may be reason to doubt his in- 
tegrity. 


"Except in the most bizarre, situ- 


ations, there is no such thing as an 
emergency hysterectomy," said Dr. 
Brian. 


Even when a Pap test is graded 


Class 4, showing abnormal cells which 
have not yet invaded surrounding tis- 
sue, it is worthwhile to get a second 
opinion should the physician advise 
hysterecttfmy. 


She went on to state emphatically 


that today no one should ever die of 
cervical cancer. "Just get that Pap 
smear every year," she advised. On 
the other hand, it is ridiculous to have 
a hysterectomy simply to reduce the 
probabilities of future cancer, because 
the chances of getting cancer are less 
than the chances of dyirig or having 
serious complications from the sur- 
gery. 


"A HEALTHY BODY takes care of 


itself much better than an unhealthy 
body," she said. "The least artificial 
intrusion of your body that you can 
get away with, the better. 


"The important thing is that you 


have input into any medical decision 
regarding your body. You should be 
aware of aU the possibilities, learn the 
side effects of the therapy, get anoth- 
er opinion, and then decide." 


sionals and more sophisticated ma- 
chinery, by mechanizing frequently 
performed tasks, and by special- 
ization. 


• Increased availability of legal 


services through new delivery forms. 


Possibilities include group legal ser- 


vices, legal clinics, prepaid insurance' 
and postpayment plans using credit 
cards or installment. Some of these 
methods have already been in- 
troduced on a small scale, but their 
success depends on advertising. 


• Assistance to the public in finding 


lawyers. • 


• Increased 
consumption, 
which 


could be economically advantageous 
for lawyers. 


The pitfalls, as the committee sees 


them, are that advertising might: 


• Demean the profession; 
• Create excess costs that would be 


passed on to consumers; 


• Reduce prices and thus lower in- 


comes for lawyers; 


• Foment frivolous litigation; 
• Possibly be deceptive, especially 


in terms of fees, which are difficult to 
determine in advance. The ABA speci- 
fied 10 practices that would be out- 
lawed as deceptive or fraudulent ad- 
vertising, such as "appealing to a lay 
person's fears, greed, or desires for 
revenge," and "implying the ability to 
influence improperly a judge." 


Paradoxically, lawyers fear the de- 


velopment of distasteful excesses in- 
advertising by their colleagues, yet 
most are reluctant to advertise at all. 


"For years, we've been taught that 


we can't solicit in any way, and now 
the Supreme Court says we must ad- 
v e r t i s e ,'' a bewildered Carolyn 
Krause, Mount Prospect attorney, 
said. 


^ "WE'VE GOT TO change, but we 
have to go carefully. I don't favor 
advertising without controls The in- 
tent of advertising is to lower fees 
through competition, but you can't 
treat legal services the same as other 
consumer goods " 


Bill Jacobs expresses the same tor- 


ment "I hadn't even thought about 
advertising before — and now all of a 
sudden we're confronted with it." 


Though he, too, has misgivings 


about it, Jacobs belieVes that adver- 
tising "is inevitable," and that the 
bar must act now to regulate it. 


Practice 
specialties 
also issue 


When the Illinois State Bar 


Association votes this month on 
whether to allow lawyers to ad- 
vertise, it will also vote on an- 
other issue of considerable con- 
sequence to lawyers and con- 
sumers. 


"That question is whether to 


recognize and certify legal spe- 
cialties. 


While many lawyers presently 


limit their practice* to certain 
areas of law, such as criminal, 
corporate, civil, the profession's 
ethics do not permit them to 
hold themselves out as special- 
ists to the public. 


If the American Bar Associ- 


ation's proposal on advertising 
is passed, lawyers would be 
able to advertise their area of 
legal concentration. 


But the Illinois Bar is going a 


step further in proposing that 21 
areas of law be recognized as 
specialties and that certain re- 
quirements of education and ex- 
perience be met before lawyers 
would be certified to call them- 
selves specialists. 


SPECIFICALLY, THE 
bar 


would require that a lawyer 
have been in practice seven 
years and have "five years sub- 
stantial experience in his spe- 
cialty" before he could apply 
for certification. 


A specialization commission 


appointed by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court would administer 
the program, while standards 
for each specialty would be set 
by specialty boards. 


In addition, a legal specialist 


would have to renew his or her 
certification every three years 
by showing evidence of contin- 
ued substantial experience in 
that area as well as 45 hours of 
continuing legal education.

A quiet revolution 
afoot in medicine 


A quiet revolution has been taking place in the field of medicine, 


spurred in large measure by the women's movement.' 


Three key manifestations of this revolution are these devel- 


opments: 


• Fifty-eight per cent of last yaar's medical graduates entered 


"family practice," compared to 12 to 15 per cent five years ago. 


• The enrollment of women in medical schools has risen from 9 


to 23 per cent of freshman classes in the last 10 years. In six or 
seven years, one in every four practicing physicians will be a wom- 
an 


• In the words of a Chicago physician involved in the women's 


health movement, there is a "new awareness of the public's 
right" in the medical field 


The interrelationship among these and other developments in 


medicine springs from the all-too-famihar history of doctoring. The 
general practitioner of years past, who was a family doctor and 
personal friend, gave way to the impersonal, highly sophisticated 
specialist. Medical care became splintered among numerous spe- 
cialists. Patients grew afraid to ask questions, and specialists often 
were uninclined to explain things. The problem seemed especially 
acute where women and their gynecologists were concerned. 


The women's movement and the consumer movement together 


, have said, "We have a right to know more about our bodies aifd 
what's wrong with us and what you plan to do about it." 


Besides specialists giving out more information, some other ob- 


vious responses to the problem were to have more doctors going 
back to primary family care and to have more women represented 
in the medical profession. 


Beyond that, Dr. Morkovin, who recently participated in a work- 


shop on women and health at Oakton College, urges women and 
men to "train ourselves and our children to ask the right questions; 
then doctors will be more comfortable in giving the right answers." 


The American Hospital Association in 1973 adopted a Patient's 


Bill of Rights, which can serve as a guideline for anyone receiving 
medical care, whether in a hospital, clinic or private physician's 
office. Some of the things a patient has a right to: 


• Considerate and respectful care. 
' 


• Complete current information concerning diagnosis, treatment, 


prognosis. 


• Information necessary 4o give informed consent prior to any 


procedure or treatment, except in emergencies. 


• Refuse treatment and be told the likely consequences. 
• Privacy; anyone not directly involved in patient's case should 


have patient's permission to be present during examination or 
treatment. 


• Confidentiality of all medical communications and records. 


(Columnist's note: Patients should also have the right to release or 
not release any and all medical information about himself/herself 
to such parties as insurance companies, employers, government 
agencies, lawyers and should know the full content of any such 
information released.) 


• Be advised of, and approve or refuse,any experimental treat- 


ment. 


• Examine and receive an explanation of the bill, regardless of.

Poor diet causes 
hair to fall out 


I would like some advice. I'm 17 years old, 5 feet 6 and weigh 100 


pounds. I'm small framed. Recently, I went on • strict starvation 
diet and lost 45 pounds. 1 went to the doctor afterward and he gave 
me vitamin pills. He also told me I have a mild case of anemia, so 
I'm taking Iron pills too. 


I'm eating normally now, but my problem Is I'm losing an awful 


lot of my hair. Can you please tell me If there Is anything I can do 
for this problem and Is It only temporary? I do not want to go bald. 
Please give me your ndvko. 


At least your story will serve as a bad example to teach others. 


Loss of hair from dieting Is well known. Dr. Ancel Keys' group at 
the University of Minnesota put a group of young men on a 1600 
calorie a day diet. They had been quite active and accustomed to 
consuming over 3000 calories a day. 


They lost weight all right.. But they developed personality 


changes, loss of sex drive and. loss of hair. 


Starvation diets are not a do-it-yourself program. They usually 


cause the person to lose muscle, not just fat. Your body's use of 
energy at rest is related to the pounds of muscle you have. If 
you lose muscles, then it Is harder to prevent obesity after the diet 
than it was before. Almost all crash diets or overly .restricted diets 
have this effect and set the person up for continued obesity rather 
than correcting the basic problem. 


I'm not surprised you are anemic. You need protein to form the 


Iron containing hemoglobin, even If you are taking iron. Hopefully 
your present diet hai enough protein in It that the iron will be 
helpful. 


Hair Is specialized skin and Is mostly protein. As you recover, 


you will likely regain all of your hair. Your total recovery from the 
Insult to your body nay take ill months or more. 


Meanwhile, I would suggest a well balanced sensible diet and 


development of a good dally sensible exercise program.

span. Then la far lew tendency to develop fatty-cholesterol depos- 
its in the arteries. 


If the blood pressure Is so low that blood won't flow normally to 


the brain, then a person may have a tendency -to faint. However, 
pressures of M over 60 or even 60 are common without causing any 
symptoms at all 


Usually low Mood prewura Is only as important as the medical 


problem or disease (If any) that causes it, as might occur in tu- 
berculosis or tow fraction of the adrenal gland or with a severe 
attack of low blood sugar.

to refrigerate food 


Dear Dorothy: An experience with applesauce has me wondering 


what to believe about canned gods. I've been going on the belief 
canned goods could be left in the cans if refrigerated. The ap- 
plesauce bit is that a dark brown substance formed on the sides of 
the opened can that had been in the refrigerator only a few days. 
What's right? What's wrong? — Judy Schilling 


When left in the cans, acid fruits and tomatoes tend to cause 


.some discoloration because of the oxygen present. It isn't harmful, 
although it sometimes produces a metallic taste. I consider it far 
better practice to empty the content! of opened cans into glass jars. 
It should be added that even glass jars don't provide long-time 
protection. Any food last* just so long, regardless of refrigeration; 


Dear Dorothy: Someone among the young set something greasy 


on our pool table. The small spot spread to the size of a large 
platter. Any idea what I can do to get this off? — Delores Reeves 


The Brunswick people say pool table covers vary — wool and 


nylon, 100 per cent wool, wool and cotton, all-cotton. If yours is 
cotton, there isn't much you can do. If It's one of the others, dab 
carefully with good cleaning solvent to absorb the grease. 


Dear Dorothy: I'd like to use a new silver pitcher to ptur wine. 


Will it hurt the silver? - Marie Graziano 


Not if you rinse it after use. But I'm a bit puzzled as to why you'd 


want to pour wine this way. It's far better to pour wine right from 
the bottle. Frankly, I've never known silver pitchers to be used for 
anything but water.

titled "George Washington's Kitchen 
Garden Or, A Revolutionary Plot." 
Judith Nelson wrote this clever, well 
researched 
and practical feature 


which she adapted for home vegetable 
growers 


SHE GIVES readers a vegetable 


garden design — which is a knock-out 
— and it should be, having been 
adapted from the plan of master land- 
s caper Washington. Washington's 
garden, it is believed, was formal 
with 
intricate, 
primly 
patterned 


beds. From old paintings, sketches, 
records, archeological clues and other 
documents, researchers have estab- 
lished a prototype of the Washington 
garden. The names of most of the 
plantings were found in the Presi- 
dent's own writing. 


A group of history buffs completely 


restored the garden at Mount Vernon 
in 1936, an elegantly designed working 
garden spread over nearly one acre. 
George's original fed his household 
and staff. 


"IT'S INTERESTING to note that 


tomatoes and corn were not popular 
as common table vegetables in Wash- 
ington's time, but his use of herbs was 
extensive By picking up the Horticul- 
ture article, you'll find that potatoes, 
peas, lettuce, cabbage, onions, beets, 
beans, carrots, broccoli, peppers — 
some 30 varieties of vegetables, as 
well as herbs, fruit trees and flowers 
— were grown by this most famous 
American farmer in his formally laid- 
out garden of 81 beds. 


The vegetable varieties used in the 


updated version of George Washing- 
ton's garden are authentic to the spir- 
it of "76, but are more disease and in- 
sect resistant, and are generally 
much superior strains to then* Revolu- 
tionary counterparts. Old Straus of 
seeds disappear into antiquity.

AL votes expansion 
to Seattle in 1977 


The American League voted 11-1 Wednesday to "expand to 13 


teams with a club in Seattle next year, while the National League 
voted to give the San Francisco Giants financial aid for an in- 
definite period and keep them in the Bay Area. 


The American League, in voting to expand in 1977, passed on its 


recommendation to the National League which will take up the 
question Thursday. 


"It is our hope," said AL president Lee MacPhail, "that the 


National League will go along and take in Washington, D.C. and 
also agree to a modified form of Inter-league play." 


The 13-team concept with inter-league play is an original idea of 


Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, who sat next to MacPhail Wednesday 
and beamed as the AL president made his announcement. 


MacPhail said obviously expansion to Seattle next year would get 


the league off the hook in a |32-million suit now being heard in 
Seattle. The suit charges the AL with breach of contract for trans- 
ferring the Pilots to Milwaukee in 1970. 


Sling drafts from Playboy 


The Chicago Sting chose six players, including the first woman 


ever drafted by a pro team, In the North American Soccer League 
draft Wednesday. 


Marilyn Lange, the Playmate of the Year of Playboy Magazine 


this year, was the Sting's choice in the fourth round. She played 
soccer as a girl in Hawaii, and a Sting spokesman said, "we're 
going to try to sign her, and use her in some capacity, playing or 
promotion or something. Playing If she's good enough."

Feds indict 14 harness men 


A federal grand jury Wednesday indicted 14 harness race horse 


owners, drivers and trainers on charges that they fixed three horse 
races in 1971 and 1972 at Washington Park, Sportsman's Park and 
Maywood Park racetracks. 


Among those indicted was nationally known driver Stanley E 


Banks, 39, of Dwight, 111, who was charged in two of the alleged 
fixes. 


Most of the defendants were previously indicted by a Cook County 


grand jury In January, 1974, in connection with the Sportsman's 
Park and Maywood Park races, but the indictments were dis- 
missed because the county's 18-month statute of limitations had 
expired. 


The 14 men were charged Wednesday under a federal sports 


bribery law, which has a five-year statute of limitations, and 
charges stemming from the Washington Park race were added 
Assistant U.S. Attorney George N. Gilkerson Jr. said the law has 
only been usd twice before, in New York and Maryland, although it 
was enacted in 1964.

A lender must give you the 
finance charge and annual percentage 
rate under the Federal Truth in Lend- 
ing Law. The finance charge is the 
cost in dollars that you'll pay for the 
loan. 


An annual percentage rate is a 


yardstick set by the federal govern- 
ment to allow easy comparison of in- 
terest rate costs. On a loan of $500, 
for example, a one year contract at 12 
per cent interest will cost you $34 SO. 
An 18 per cent annual rate would re- 
flect a $80.08 finance charge. 


BEFORE YOU decide to use credit 


for the home improvement project, 
decide whether it's worth the added 
finance, charge, or whether you'd be 
wiser to save money on your own to 
pay the tab. Read the terms of any 
contract before you sign it, Mrs. 
Knauer said. 


Another consideration for home- 


owners who plan to install a fireplace, 
or other improvements is credit 
standing, said W. C. "Fritz" Wolf, 
president of The Bank and Trust Co. 
of Arlington Heights and Northwest 
Trust & Savings Bank, Arlington 
Heights. "We talk it over, and make 
sure they're not overextending them- 
selves," Wolf said. 


Homeowners can get a second mort- 


gage to finance the project. "We take 
collateral of the home and file a lien 
against it," Wolf said. 


Terms of an improvement loan gen- 


erally run from a year to 60 months, 
Wolf said. He estimated the annual 
percentage rate for a 30 month loan 
can range from 9.33 per cent to 1112 
per cent. 


Contact an attorney, shop and com- 


pare before you sign for credit, said 
Edwynne Perkins of the Chicagoland 
Better Business Bureau. She is man- 


ager of the agency's personal finan- 
cial services department. "I suggest 
you shop around at every tupe of fi- 
nancial institution to get the best 
buy," she said. 


ROOM ADDITIONS, siding and ga- 


rages are among (he home improve- 
ments financed at Unity Savings, said 
Cathy Spracklen of the company's 
consumer credit department. The 
Norridge-based lender has a Schaum- 
burg office. Homeowners can borrow 
up to $10,000 for as long as 12 years, 
Ms. Spracklen said. The usual annual 
percentage rate is 12 per cent, she 
said. 


The cost of borrowing money will 


vary according to the term of the 
loan, said George Pry or, _ vice presi- 
dent and Chicago region manager for 
C. I. T. Financial Services, Des 
Flames.

Time for floating, plug-in houses? 


Typical home outdated, 
overpriced: architect 


by HELEN SAM 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some 30,000 parts, held to- 


gether with 70,000 nails, go into the making of a typical 
single-family dwelling. 


Washington architect Roy E. Mason says labor-heavy 


building methods, essentially unchanged since the 
Middle Ages, are pricing most Homes beyond the means 
of the average American family. 


With all the space age materials and technology 


available to Americans, he asks, why has there been so 
little innovation in home building? 


ANTIQUATED LAWS and customs are part of the 


answer, says Mason, architectural editor for the World 
Future Society of Washington, a private, nonprofit or- 
ganization studying "alternative futures." 


In an interview, Mason said experimentation and per- 


haps some imaginative new solutions to the American 
dream of "a house for every family" are discouraged 
by: 


• Restrictive building codes which stifle creativity. 
• Vested interests who resist change, including labor 


unions and manufacturers. 


• Difficulty in obtaining mortgages from banks for 


unconventional structures. 


Mason was the architect and builder of one such' 


structure, a futuristic vacation retreat atop a wooded 
hill near Dulles International Airport outside Washing- 
ton. 


The structure consists of urethane foam sprayed onto 


a framework of metal laths that wind their way around 
the trees and merge with the surrounding landscape. 


Crushed aggregate embedded in the structure makes 


it almost indistinguishable at a distance from the rock 
formations of the Virginia hills. 


WRITING IN the World Future Society magazine, 


Mason suggested some other possibilities for the future 
in mixing new materials with new technologies: 


• The "extrusion process," developed by the Midwest 


Applied Science Corp., which allows the "spinning-out" 
of buildings, using a plastic foam that hardens as it 
rises. 


• The "fiberglass component system." Lightweight, 


prefabricated Fiberglas components are connected to a 
supporting structure, which is easily reset into a varie- 
ty of designs. 


• "Plug-in housing." A core structure containing all 


essential services is provided. Housing modules, com- 
pletely furnished if necessary, are sold separately and 
plugged onto the core structure for fully functioning 
housing. The modules can be unplugged for moving. 
Conceived by Peter Cook of Archigram, London. 


• "Floating cities" to utilize the water that covers 


seven-tenths of the earth's surface, or "underwater 
cities," perhaps starting with a resort facility built In 
the ocean depths. 


• "Space cities " Gerard O'Neill, a Princeton Univer- 


sity physicist, has proposed an enclosed habitat in 
space, 15 miles long and a mile wide, which would rely 
on solar energy and artificial gravity. 


• "Ribbon structure." Buildings connected on top by 


a ribbon-like system of highways, freeing ground-level 
streets of vehicular traffic. 


The United Nations Is organizing a conference on the 


worldwide housing problem, to be held next May in 
Vancouver, Canada. Mason sees a pressing need to ex- 
plore all possibilities, no matter how far out they might 
seem.

Building costs 
rise 9.3% in '75 


The cost, of construction materials 


jumped 9.3 per cent during the past 
year, reported the Dodge Building 
Cost Services Dept. of McGraw-Hill 
Information Systems Co. 


The recent cost hike compares to a 


9 per cent increase reported for the 
previous year. The report is based on 
the period ending Sept. 30. 


For the six-month period following 


March 1975, the inflation rate in- 
creased. Construction costs increased 
5.2 per cent for the period compared 
to 3,9 per cent during the previous six 
month period. 


Coat hikes for construction mate- 


rials were generally the highest level 
in the Pacific Coast and Rocky Moun- 
tain state*, at 11.4 per cent. The rate 
averaged 10 per cent In the Northeast 
and North Central states and 7.1 per 
cent in Southeast and South Central 
states. 


Richard Impey, owner of the Gal- 


lery of Homes Northwest real estate 
company in Arlington Heights, said 
homeowners should check housing 
values before they launch an ex- 
pensive improvement project. "Keep, 
in the style of your home and the 
neighborhood," he said. 


"The most important thing is to get 


counsel before you make rash im- 
provements," Impey said. "One thing 
I see many times is that people have 
a modest home and they put on a 
room addition that is disproportionate 
to the size of the, rest of the house." If 
you're low man on the totem pole 
when it comes to home values in your 
neighborhood, you may recoup a 
greater share of the home improve- 
ment cost than the owner of the most 
expensive home on the block. 


Before you finance an expensive ad- 


dition or improvements, get advice 
from a real estate broker, contractor 
and lender, Impey advised.. Although 
homeowners can generally expect to 
get full value for some improvements 
such as air conditioning when they 
sell the house, "Much, of this business 
is psychological and subjective," Im- 
pey said. 


Culture has come to suburbia, says 


William Maybrook, vice president of 
the Lexington Development Corp. 


"If you want to see good theater or 


go to a good restaurant, you don't 
have to go to the city," Maybrook 
said. A recent survey of residents at 
the Lexington Green condominium 
unit development in Schaumburg in- 
dicates that city dwellers-turned-sub- 
urbamtes enjoy an active social life. 


"There's no question about it. The 


suburbia that used to be thought of as 
the cornfields and the boonies is not 
applicable to what we think of as the 
suburbs now," Maybrook said. "Ev- 
erything now is becoming an exten- 
sion of the city." 


NEARBY restaurants, 
easy ac- 


cess to Woodfield shopping center in 
Schaumburg and other attractions of- 
fer convenience to residents. Vi and 
Harvey Weinstein, former Chicago 
residents who moved to Lexington 
Green, said they are trying to con- 
vince Chicago friends to make the 
same move. 


"It is sometimes difficult to get a 


Chicagoan to look beyond the city's 
North Side, but we've discovered that 
you get a lot more home for your 
money out here, and you can be as 
cosmopolitan or as quiet as you 
want," Mrs. Weinstein said 


Maybrook said nearby entertain- 


ment, shopping centers and employ- 
ment are among many considerations 
for home buyers. Although the choice 
of a housing unit is always a personal 
decision, he said, housing value is the 
key to a buyer's choice.

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Consumers can expect high 
home loan pace to continue

Consumers can expect the record- 


breaking home loan pace of 1975 to be 
followed by strong existing home 
•ales and mortgage lending market in 
1976. That's the prediction of the 
United States League of Savings Asso- 
ciations, Chicago. 


The savings and loan (S4L) in- 


dustry financed an estimated. 1.5 mil-, 
lion homes and apartments during the 
past year, the league said. The group 
said S&L's provided 75 per cent of 
the American home financing funds 
available from associations, mutual 
savings banks, commercial banks and 
life insurance companies for the peri- 
od. 


The purchase 
of approximately 


1,220,000 existing homes was financed 


by the S&L industry during 1975. The 
figure includes 1 million single family 
homes and 220,000 apartments. 


New construction financed by S&L's 


included 230,000 single family homes 
and 100,000 apartment units. Mean- 
while total assets reached an. esti- 
mated $340 billion, up from $296 bil- 
lion at the year end 1974. 


The year-end total savings deposits 


at S&L's totaled approximately $287.2 
billion. Savings gains reached an esti- 
mated $44.3 billion, an increase of 175 
per cent compared to the $16.1 Sillion 
increase a year earlier. 


Mortgage lending activity for the 


thrift institutions during 1975 was ap- 
proximately $55 billion. The increase 


brings the total mortgage loan volume 
on the books to some $278 billion. 


"In this country there are approx- 


imately 22 million home mortgages 
and of these savings and loans hold 
more than 13" million," said Norman 
Strunk, league executive vice presi- 
dent.

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Successful home hunting 
depends on flexible plan 


Three of the reasoiis you may be 


searching for a house this year are 
rising confidence In the economy) a' 
generous bonus or raise or the fact 
that you didn't find a home last year. 


But whatever your reason, your 


chance for success in 1976 will be im- 
proved if you stay flexible. 


"You 
may not find it possible to 


find exactly the house you want In the 
community you prefer at the price 
you expect to spend," said Robert G. 
Walters, senior vice president of 
Baird It Warner, Inc. and general 
manager of the company's residential 
sales division. 


"This Is the toughest lesson for 


many first-time buyers," he noted. 
Once they accept that dream houses 
only exist In novels they discover the 
methodical approach to househunting 
becomes more effective. 


There are several reasons that the 


current housing market demands 
flexibility. They arer 


• The market for existing homes 


has been extremely active. Leading 
real estate organizations locally and 
nationally posted record sales in 1975 
and expect sates in at least the first 
half of 1976 to continue vigorous. 


"There is no question that the two- 


year slump in new housing construc- 
tion has benefitted us," said Walters. 
"It's added people who might ordinar- 
ily be shopping for a new home to the 
numbers of families who prefer for- 
merly occupied homes. This means 
more people competing for existftig 
tor-sale homes." 


• Home prices continue to rise. 


Used homes in the Chicago area have 
appreciated in value from seven to 10 
per cent a year for each of the last 
three years, according to Baird & 
Warner surveys, and are expected to 
grow at the same rate this year. 


In view of these realities, Walters 


suggests "a give and take approach 


where you give up as little as possible 
and take as much as you can get in 
finding the best possible home for 
your family." 
. 


He suggests the following steps: . 
• Try to get a general idea how 


much you can afford. A Realtor or 
loan officer at your savings and loan • 
or bank may help you establish a gen- 
eral price range, but he won't tell you 
how much to spend. 


"A rule of thumb Is all right for 


generalities, but it's of no use in your 
specific case," Walters said. "How 
much you should spend on a house 
will be influenced by how much cash 
you Have for a downpayment or 
equity in an existing house, what your, 
income Is, other financial com- 
mitments and your life style." 


"Depending on your other interests 


and commitments you'll decide on 
how much you want to spend on hous- » 
. Ing and whether you are prepared to 
sacrifice some other interests. The 
amount of cash you put into a house 
mil influence how much house you 
can buy, perhaps even where you can 
afford to buy and how you will live ' 
after you buy." 


• Once you've established an ap- 


proximate price range on the basis of 
spendable dollars and income, make a 
list of basic needs and preferences. If 
you have a style or size of home in 
mind, tell the salesman you're work- 
ing with. 


Walters suggests that you should 


start with a plan that shows: 
, . 


• What size house you need. How 


large a garage? How many bedrooms 
and baths? Do you want a formal-din- 
ing room or finished family room? 


• Do you need space for special re- 


quirements, such as an office, studio,' 
workshop or sewing room? 


• Is there a particular architectural 


style that you prefer? Do you want 


the privacy of second-floor bedrooms 
in a Georgian or colonial style or the 
single-level advantages of a.rlknch 
home? 
; 


"You should also have flexibility In 


mind," said Walters. "If you can't af- 
ford all the things you'd like you may 
have to alter your expectations." 


•. If you have community prefer- 


ences, point them out. 


"Possibly the home which comes 


closest to meeting your'expectations 
is in a community other than where 
you have been looking," Walters not- 
ed. This is one reason working with a 
company with a network of offices ex- 
pands the possibility of finding what 
you want, if you are flexible. 


"After this, give yourself the time 


you need to canvass the area you pre- 
fer and see what's available," Wal- 
ters continued." 


I t ' s quite possible that your 


ultimate decision will appear to be 
what critics call emotional or impul- 
sive, which means that they do not 
strictly conform to needs. You may be 
captivated by a fireplace, a rock gar- 
den or some other'factor-which you 
can't call essential But the house you 
have selected, if it is within your 
means, even though the reason may 
seem impractical, probably repre- 
sents the best house available if 
you've explored the market carefully. 
It may not be the dream house you 
started out to find. But it will be the 
closest thing to a dream that has 
been touched by the realities of the 
market." 


First Federal announces 
ivaiver of minimum deposit 


First Federal of Chicago has an- 


nounced the waiver of the $1,000 min- 
imum on long-term, high-yield certifi- 
cates for customers establishing indi- 
vidual retirement accounts. 
' 


Customers may earn interest rates 


up to 7% per cent on Saver's Certifi- 
cates on the retirement accounts with 
a minimum deposit of $1. 


According to bank official William 


J. Ciulla, thkt new rule1 affects ap- 
proximately IS per cent of First Fed- 
eral's present individual retirement 
account participants. 


First Federal will also pay out an 


individual retirement account from 
long-term certificates prior to matur- 
ity without penalty if the account 
holder Is at least 59'A years old or 
permanently disabled. The penalty 
will also be waived in case of the 
death of an account holder, with the 
funds being distributed to his benefi- 
ciaries. 


This means First Federal can now 


offer the retirement account partici- 


pants access to long-term investment' 
accounts which will keep the earning 
power of the individual retirement ac- 
count investment at a maximum as 
the participant nears retirement age, 
Ciulla indicated. 


A recent ruling by the Federal 


Home Loan Bank Board allowed sav- 
ings and loans to make the changes, 
and First Federal adopted the new 
rules. 


First Federal also recently dropped 


the one-time $10 charge for setting up 
retirement plans for the self-em- 
ployed. There is no set-up charge, no 
annual service fee and no commission 
on such accounts at First Federal. 


First Federal officials say that com- 


pany pioneered the establishment of 
independent retirement accounts,.pri- 
vate retirement plans for workers not 
covered by pension plans, and retire- 
ment plans for the self-employed. 
The association has opened more of 
these accounts'than any other savings 
and loan in Chicago, officials say.

MNDIN0 ROUGH-SEWN redwood planking in this study 
is th* kind of surprise we enjoy. Here it's an interesting 
backdrop to the Brittany Hide-A-Bed •'sofa by_ Simmons. 
Redwood and damask aren't such strange bedfellows after 
all! 


Occasionally it's nice to create a surprise in a room setting. When 


everyone expects a slick background surface in a room with tradi>- 
tional furnishings, why not pull a switch? Nothing is as boring as 
having everything work by formula. 


The sit-down area in the study shown today is a good, example. 


All of the furnishings have the glow of quality: in woods, expensive- 
looking fabrics and brass. The sofa is actually a practical Brittany 
Hide-A-Bed by Simmons, but it is dressed in^a handsome gold and 
pale green .damask upholstery fabric.'The woven area rug repeats . 
the golden glow as does the painted armoire in the corner.

But instead of backgrounding these soft-touch' furnishings with 


damask-like wail coverings or paneled and painted walls, the de- 
signer switched to the rough-sawn redwood planks. They seem to 
give the room a broader appeal without a feminine/masculine split. 
Everyone enjoys the ambiance. 


Another slightly rough texture is foun,d in the brick flooring. It's a 


deep buff color, rather,than brick fed, and it complements the 
basic scheme. 


Some of the accessories help bridge that gap between formal and 


country. Framed prints of hunting dogs, a few porcelain birds, 
some greenery beginning to sprout — all personal interests ex- 
pressed in a nice way. 


Actually the very best reason for using a wall covering such as 


the redwood planking is that nails can come and nails 'can go- 
without ever leaving a telltale trace.

The structural elements are Douglas ,fir, the broad shelves, 
the redwood planks. Another long redwood plank acts as an .extra 
sill under one pair of windows. And there a variety of'house plants 
flourish. So between books, Hide-A-Bed and plants it's a nice place 
to visit and sleep over!

nomenon in the real estate market 
that can be very confusing. It is that, 
fractional ownership interests sell for 
less than their proportionate amount. 
In cases where ownership represents 
less than control (less than 51 per 
cent) the discount is even greater. 
The investment rule which applies in 
situations like this is as follows. 


Substantial ownership shares be- 


tween 76 per cent and to over .90 per 
cent sell at a 10 to 15 per cent dis- 
count. 


Lesser amounts, but still represent- 


ing control (51 per cent and over) will 
sell at a 15 to 20 per cent discount. 
Thirty to 49 per cent ownership, which 


now means you own a minority inter- 
est, sel| in the range of 20 to 25 per 
cent discount., When you get down to 
minor ownership, interest, such as 5 
and 10 per cent, the discount can fluc- 
tuate in the 25 to 50 per cent bracket. 


Actually, in the problem of fraction- 


al ownership sales, there are no hard 
and fast rules, Each deal must be 
negotiated by itself. However, the 
guidelines I have given are based 
upon the best available information. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: My father 


left all of his real estate to me, and 
completely disinherited by two broth- 
ers, It was bad judgment on his part, 
but he was over 80 years old at the 
time, in poor health, and so he can be 
forgiven. 


The problem arose because my two 


brothers visited him only twice dur- 
ing his terminal illness. Really, they 
can't be blamed because one lives al- 
most 3,000 miles away and the other 
works in a South American country. 
But my father, in the throes of his 
last illness, imagined they were living 
in the same house. 


The real estate consists of three 


houses which have been in the family 


for over 150 years, 80' acres of valu- 
able land (which at one time was the 
family homestead) and a commercial 
building worth over $500,000 which my 
grandfather built. 


I love my two brothers and keeping 


the family together is more important 
than money. To make up to them for 
the poor judgment of my father, I 
have been sending them one-third of 
the income each year. I would now 
like to formalize the arrangement. Is 
the an easy way to do it without law,- 
yers? My father's attorney, who want- 
ed to be the executor of the estate, 
really started this entire problem. 


- FAMILIES ARE IMPORTANT. 


There's an .easy way to solve your 


problem, but you will need a lawyer. 
The quickest and most practical way 
to accomplish what you want to do is 
for you tp prepare a deed transferring • 
each property to you and your two 
brothers, with each party having a 
one-third interest. 


This type of ownership is called ten- 


ants in common. You and your two 
brothers will each own a one-third in- 
terest. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: From the 


following story, it will become appar- 
ent to you that I know how to handle 
men. 


I was dating a man. Before he got 


serious, I insisted that he. give me a 
tangible expression of his intentions. 
He gave me the deed to the building 
in which he has his shop. 


After six months, he turned me off. 


I threw him out. Now I want to throw 
him out of his shop and take over the 
building. Tell me how to do it. 


—KNOW HOW TO HANDLE MEN 


You threw out your gentleman 


friend too soon. You should have kept 
him on the hook a little longer, until 
he executed a deed transferring the 
property to you. 


I'm afraid your turned-off boyfriend 


outsmarted you. The deed you have is 
a worthless piece of paper as far as 
you are concerned. It gives you no 
rights of ownership. 


I suggest you send him back the 


deed. If you don't, he can get a new 
certified copy for a few dollars. 
That's as good as the deed you hold. 


I hope the information I have given 


you is helpful to you before you be- 
come "serious" with your next boy- 
friend.

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Landscaping plays major role in sales 


"Landscaping Is a major element of 


our SUCMM." 


Ben Weyuker, president of Heather- 


Ridge Development Company, minces 
no words when he says this. He has 
the success story to back him up. Be- 
tween the opening of HeartherRidge 
total, environment community In Gur- 
nee, 111., in January, 1975, and the end 
of October, 1975, the company has 
sold 175 homes for a total volume of 
$6,500,000. 


On top of that, the community won* 


the Design 75 Special Achievement 
Award for Originality in Design, Mar- 
keting and Building Economics from 
the Home Builders' Association of 
Chicagoland, and also earned five 
Gold Key and Silver Key awards for 
its models. 


The role of landscaping is evident at 


HeatherRidge. The townhouses wiiich 
are being built In the first phase are 
set in the midst of mature trees, 
shrubs, and evergreens. The first sev- 
eral of 30 lakes and ponds have been 
completed, along with a man-made 
waterfall at the entrance. Berms have 
been built around the housing clusters 
for greater privacy and more variety 
in the land contour. 


Over the course of building the 


3,068-unit $100 million development, 
Weyuker expects to plant approxi- 
mately 5,000 shade trees, 10,000 ever- 
greens, and 20,000 ornamentals. This 
is in addition to preserving as many 
of the existing mature trees and 
shrubs on the 392-acre site as pos- 
sible, including the entrance woods. 


"We've spent $100,000 on the entry 


alone, and it's paid dividends," Weyu- 
ker said. "People pass the waterfall, 
travel through our woodland of oak, 
maple, and hickory trees, and they're 
pre-sold before they even see the 
models." 


The models and the production 


homes themselves are equally well 
treated. Weyuker started with a budg- 
et of $540 per unit, then raised it to 
$800, and then to $1,100 for land- 
scaping 1,000 townhouses. That comes 
to Vk per cent of the average $44,000 
selling price, compared to a typical 
builder budget oT 1 per cent or less. 


Even after the first units were com- 


pleted, Weyuker felt more was 
needed, so he ordered another 300 
trees and shrubs planted. 


For the next phase, which will con- 


sist of 35 mid-rise condominium build- 
ings of 48 units each, the developer is 
budgeting $15,000 for landscaping 


New Mount Prospect State Bank 
an example oi good landscaping 


The landscaping of the new Mount 


Prospect State Bank is one example 
of what can be done to make down- 
town suburban areas more attractive, 
according to the Theodore Brickman 
Co., Long Grove, 111., landscape archi- 
tects and contractors. 


Located on the elm-shaded corner of 


Busse and Maple Sts,, the $4 million 
six-story contemporary building has 
been set off by foundation plantings of 
evergreen, shrubs and. trees, accord- 
ing to James Freeman of the Brick- 
man organization, the parking lot and 
drive-In facilities have also been in- 
corporated into the landscaping plan. 


On the west side of the building, the 


landscape firm created a plaza feeling 
by planting a series of 5-inch diame- 
ter linden trees in the textured aggre- 
gate paving that extends all the way 
to the curb. Attractive grates protect 
the earth around the trees which are 
staggered so that people can easily 
walk beneath the branches. 


"Our idea is to show how greenery 


can be brought into a high-density 
downtown area to make It more at- 
tractive," Freeman said. "The linden 
trees were selected because they 
adapt well to city conditions." 


The Brickman organization stock- 


piled enough lindens' so that in. the 
near future, when the tall elms on the 
other sides of the bank site die, they 
can be replaced by the lindens. Free- 
man said he expects some of these 
elms may be replaced in the spring of 
1976.

HeatherRldge management's belief 


in landscaping stems from 
several 


sources. First, the company is serving 
a market of young singles and mar- 
ried couples who are extremely ecolo- 
gy conscious; they respond well to 
good landscaping, and they expect it, 
Weyuker said. 


"We also think landscaping gives 


our product greater individuality," 
Weyuker said. "This is important for 
multi-family housing. With single-fam- 
ily housing being priced out of reach 
of our market, buyers still want the 
look of a single-family home In what 
they do buy. Greenery helps create 
this look." 
, 


The third source is the company's 


philosophy. HeatherRidge is a sub- 
sidairy of Denver-based Environmen- 
tal Developers, Inc., an affiliate of 
Chicago's Trans Union Corporation. 
Howard L. Farkas, chairman of 
HeatherRidge and president of EDI, 
was quoted as saying, before Heather- 
Ridge had even been approved, that, 
"The commitment I have is to the 
idea that I am building communities 
not just for the first/buyer, but for his 
grandson." At the dedication, he un- 
veiled a plaque bearing his own 
words: "When we touch our environ- 
ment, let it bear the mark of our in- 
telligence." 


Even before the Village of Gurnee 


approved the plans for HeatherRidge, 
the company took- a gamble on im- 
proving the site. It bought out a nur- 
sery that was slated to be cleared and 
had all 18,000 trees moved to the 
HeatherRidge site. 


"We had the choice of taking the 


trees or watching as theV were de- 
stroyed," Farkas said. "If we waited 
until we knew for sure that Heather- 
Ridge would be built, it would have 
been too late." The gamble paid off, 
and the company had a source of de- 
sirable trees to enhance the site. 


To do the landscape architecture 


and planting, the company chose The- 
odore Brickman Co., of Long Grove, 
111. Brickman helped devebp the land 
plan to take advantage of the site's 
natural features, preserve as much 
open space as possible, and reduce 
the impact on the surrounding coun- 
tryside. 


Weyuker noted that Brickman was 


selected on the basis of what the com- 
pany had done for others and because 
of its sensitivity to environmental con- 
siderations. 


"We wanted to retain the rustic look 


of the land, the natural roll of the ter- 
rain, and the trees that were there;" 
Weyuker said. "We also wanted to 
create sense of drama at the en- 
trance. We saw what Brickman had 
done elsewhere, and we stirred in a 
few ideas of our own." 


As an example of the care being 


taken in the land planning and land- 
scaping of the property, the developer 
decided to retain the 20-acre grove of 
trees at the entrance to the site, and 
to build a graceful roadway through 
it.

Muneie was a lot smaller and a lot 


different then, the Ku KIux Klan was a 
dominating force in town, but it has 
continued to be used by various in- 
vestigators as a sort of litmus paper 
demonstration of Midwest mood ever 
since. 


Following the same pursuit, this re- 


porter has visited Muneie three tunes 
in the past year, cultivating acquaint- 
ances, finding some friends, and talk- 
ing with people about how Muneie 
looks on itself and the country. 


"There has been a break in the clouds ... people are far 


more hopeful." 


in Muneie . . a greater feeling of

Like Hampton, none of those inter- 


viewed in Muneie could or would put 
a finger on the reason for the change 
in the town's mood over the past few 
months 


It might hape something to do with 


what is going on ai the country and in 
the world. But not, in all likelihood, 
much. 


Potomac that you can't do anything 
about it anyhow." 


The reason for the change in Mun- 


cie's mood may be that, as things got 
a little better during the spring, sum- 
mer and fall, people regained a mea- 
sure of confidence in themselves and 
their town. 


Warren Groscost, who farms 200 


acres of good farmland about seven 
miles outside of Muneie, had a miser-

People in Muneie are tired of re- 


hashes of Vietnam or Watergate. 
They are concerned about Henry Kis- 
singer and his commitment of Ameri- 
can "volunteers" in the Sinai, mainly 
because that sounds a little too much 
like the way the United Statees got 
started in Vietnam. 


There are serious doubts that in- 


flation, recession and their attendant 
evils are really behind them. 


Trulock, said, "There's an awful lot 


of feeling that things are so big on the 


able season last year This year did 
not start out much better. First there 
were drenching spring rains which 
kept him out of the fields, then a 
drought 


But, a couple of weeks before har- 


vest, he stood in the midst of corn 
stalks almost 12 feet high and felt a 
lot better. 


"It's just a miracle the way the 


corn filled out the way it did after it 
was so dry here," he aaid. 


In town, two men — Trulock and 


Givens — who came to Muneie rela- 


tively late ui life spoke of why they 
feel good about being here and do not 
want to leave. 


Trulock was a big town reporter 


from Indianapolis when he got tired of 
the city's traffic jams. 


"When I came here 13 years ago I 


didn't want to bring my wife to" see 
the town," he said. "I wanted to 
sneak her in some way with the very 
best possible approach to it. It doesn't 
look good, but there's something 
about the community 


"Corporation executives get off the 


plane and want to get back on and 
now you can't get them away. This 
town isn't very beautiful by any 
means But there is something very 
comfortable about living in it." 


"There are prettier towns, a lot of 


places," he added. "I'd rather have a 
lake at my doorstep or a mountain. 
But there's something about the com- 
munity " 


Givens came to Muneie from In- 


dianpolis via South Bend 19 years ago. 


"It's the people," he said. "In Mun- 


eie, they're friendlier people They're 
easier to live with. 


"I have an apartment where I go 


down in wintertime down in Saraaota 
and they have a Muneie night there. 
They have an all-day Saturday after- 
noon and night picnic, dinner and par- 
ty. 


"There's enough Muneie people 


there that they can get 100 to 130 
people there They still want to talk 
about it You go over there and they 
want to talk to you and they knew 
somebody 
these retired people 


down there " 


N e i t h e r Truelock nor Givens 


allowed hometown fondness to dim 
their realization of what Muneie is 
still up against. Nor did any of the 
other men interviewed 


They all either reflected or acknowl- 


edged talk in town that even the plaza 
could be too little and too late to do 
much for downtown Mnncie. 


A plaza, or mall, has become a pop- 


ular panacea for downtown ills in 
many American cities and towns. The 
idea is to block off traffic along a cer- 
tain stretch of the mam street, dress 
it up with some landscaping, and al- 
low shoppers to ramble at will be- 
tween stores on either side of the 
street 


Sometimes it works and sometimes 


it does not 


Hampton recalls the idea of a plaza 


on Walnut Street surfaced in 1944 
when his father was mayor. When 
Hampton himself was mayor, he 
fought the proposal because he did not 
think the whole town should have to 
chip in to help the downtown mer- 
chants

about turning Walnut Street into a 
plaza ever since the idea turned up as 
part of a postwar master plan for the 
town in 1944. 


The town has changed a lot since 


then and finally getting the plaza fin- 
ished doesn't mean that some of the 
things that have been going wrong in 
Muneie lately are suddenly going to 
get better. 


But It could be a sign. And there 


are a lot of other signs that things 
could be turning around after a bleak 
and troubled year in Muneie. 


There is the new international head- 


quarters of Ball Corp.. the firm that 
has dominated Muneie life for gener- 
ations, going up downtown. There is 
the new telephone building and the 
promise of General Motors to stay in 
Muncle and build a new, automated 
Oeleo plant. 


And the rising enrollment at Ball 


State University, a keystone of the 
Muneie economy, the unemployment 
rate falling off to about 8 per cent and 
workers getting back to their jobs, 
and car sales up and real estate up, 
and a good harvest after a worrisome 
summer. 


Attorney John Hampton, a former 


mayor, said, "For a while we were 
worried that the bottom was just go- 
ing to drop out, we were in trouble. I 
don't think that's a factor today. And 
I can't think of one particular thing 
that's'done it. It's jus' started to turn 
around." 


Morton Rosenberg, a Ball State pro- 


fessor of American history, said, "The 
cloud of gloom, the pressure of the 


In the early going, the news from 


Muneie was bad. 


Last January, the unemployment 


rate was at 8 9 per cent and rising, 
one of the highest in Indiana. Layoffs 
were wholesale. Grocer Robert Cun- 
ningham, who later ran for mayor 
and won last month, said then, "lot of 
people are going to bed half filled. It's 
going to get a hen of a lot worse." 


William P. Givens, president of the 


Merchants National Bank, recalls that 
time: 
> 


"Last winter they were at the hot-' 


torn of things. The market was bad. 
The unemployment was bad. They 
were mad. I'd be sore. They're real 
sore because they've lost their jobs 
and they don't know why. 


"You have an awful realization if 


your income is cut down $5, $6, $10,000 
a year. It's hard. You can't feed and 
raise a family on $100 a week today. I 
feel that things are better than they 
were." 


Ben Oelk is one of Muncie's strong- 


est Plaza boosters and he should be, 
since his jewelry store is in the 
middle of it 


What he feels, he said, "is just a 


good feeling ... and maybe people 
today are taking a little more pride in 
themselves. I think they're wanting 
more and consequently they're willing 
to strive for it. 


"I'm not apprehensive any more, 


not now. I really feel today that if you 
would find some people and stop them 
on the street that you would find them 
very, very happy with what's going on

Plants use direct sunshine to pntk- 


age their molecules This stored solar 
energy is heed when we burn wood, 
coal, oil and natural gas But these 
fossil fuels also release pollutants Be- 
sides, the global supplies aie running 
low It is time now to find our own 
ways to use unpolluted sunshine 
directly fiom the sun 


Every hour or so the sun s>hedi> 


enough energy on the earth to run all 
our gadgets for a whole year. How- 
ever, this total quota is'spread over 
almost 197 million square miles, the 
area of the globe. When the sun rides 
high in the sky, one square yard of 
the earth gets only enough energy to 
equal 1,000 watts 


Obviously solar energy must be 


gathered from vast areas. It'must be 
stored for cloudy days and trans- 
ported to \vlicre it Is needed. And 
somehow wo must change it into elec- 
trical power. These are big problems 
But never fear, clever inventois have

One simple idea lets the sunshine 


warm trays of watet, and pipes carry 
the water to heat a home But it does 
not icplace electric power. This clev- 
er ti ick can be done with plastic pan- 
els of solar cells Orbiting satellites 
aheady use tins method to change so- 
lar eneigy into electric currents just 
strong enough to run their delicate 
fact futdeis 


We need acres of solar panels to 


piovide enough power to run a city. 
But a few models have been made to 
prove that it can be done. The best 
place for such a huge power center is 
on a sunny desert. It would need stor- 
age batteries and ways to transport 
the power from there to here. Other 
expeits suggest that satellites ought 
be able to gather large quantities of 
soldr energy and beam them down to 
earth. But that idea is merely a pos- 
sible dream for the future

The wind spuis the blades of a wind- 


mill, and the blades are attached to a 
tall metal pole The pole can be 
geared to move up and down to pump 
up well water Or it can be made to 
spin an electnc generator. Inventors 
dieam of clusters of giant windmills 
spinning giant generators A good 
place would be on the breezy plains 
Storage batteries would be needed for 
calm days. Power lines would be 
needed to carry this indirect solar 
power to farms and cities.

From the little boy who was saving 


up his money to buy back his Daddy, 
to the teen-agers' who said divorce 
wasn't so bad, children are the in- 
nocent bystanders in the marital 
battle of the sexes. 


Barbara Walters and NBC will look 


at these children Monday from 9 to 10 
p.m. in a program that Miss Walters 
said may surprise those who think 
separating parents must inevitably 
tear apart their children. 


"When it comes to the health of the 


child, what happens depends onjhe 
extent and direction of the anger be- 
tween the parents," Miss Walters 
said. "There are many children who 
can come out of divorce healthier." 


SHE POINTED out that once the di- 


vorce is settled, the child can come 
out unscathed if the parents can re- 
solve their anger toward each other 
and refrain from using the child as a 
counter in their personal war games. 
The age of the child at the time of 
divorce is another factor. 


She said there were new devel- 


opments in the field, particularly in 
the courts which she said ''are begin- 
ning to take the wishes of the. children 
into consideration." 


That includes the possibility of fa- 


thers obtaining custody for reasons 
other than the classic unfitness on the 
part of the mother. She cited the case 
of Dr. Lee Salk, the psychologist, who 
recently won such a custody action, 
based on his ability as a parent and 
the preferences of the children — not. 
on the inability or unfitness of his for- 
mer wife. 


Miss Walters, who is legally sepa- 


rated from her husband, has more 
than a reporter's interest in the ques- 
tion, because she has a 7-year-old 
daughter, Jackie. 


The program ranges from dis- 


cussions with randomly selected chil- 
dren in New York to visits to a Min- 
neapolis court considered a model in 
matters of custody and visitation. 


The show also goes to Marin Coun- 


ty, Calif., the site of a large scale 
study of the children of divorce.

Construction 
in nation off • 
in November 


For the third consecutive month, 


contracts for future construction In 
November slipped below last year's 
amount, according to the F. W. Dodge 
Division of McGraw-Hill Information 
System!) Company. 


McGraw-Hill Information Systems 


Company,, a leading authority on the 
construction market, produces Dodge 
Reports on construction activity and 
Sweet's Catalog Files of construction 
product information. 


In November, new construction 


work totaled $5,572,581,000 nationally, 
six per cent less than the same month 
a year earlier. The seasonally adjust- 
ed Dodge Index declined to 148, the 
lowest reading since February. 


"Although the Dodge Index shows 


that the rate of contracting slackened 
in the past few months compared with 
the strong spring and summer surge, 
the implications of this reduced pace 
aren't quite as ominous as they 
seem," explained George A. Christie, 
vice president and chief economist for 
F. W. Dodge. 


Christie pointed out that "Recent 


gaps in contracting have more to do 
with the energy issue than with the 
economy's recovery. Earlier in 1975 
we were reporting an extraordinary 
volume of energy-related work — bil- 
lion dollar power plants, the Alaska 
pipeline, huge refineries and petroche- 
mical plants. Most of these projects 
were quite independent of the busi- 
ness cycle. But now that this burst of 
energy construction has subsided, it 
leaves a void in current construction 
statistics," the Dodge economist said. 


"After adjustment for these ex- 


traordinary projects, the year's prog- 
ress of the construction recovery 
looks quite normal for this stage of 
the business cycle. Housing has're- 
sponded well to improved credit avail- 
ability, but the rebound of nonreslden- 
tial building is still some months off," 
Christie stated. 


In November, contracts for nonresl- 


dential building sagged to the lowest 
point In their year-long cyclical de- 
cline. The latest month's total of 
$1,859,033,000 was 25 per cent below 
the year-ago total, as contracting 
for manufacturing plants fell sharply. 
For the year as a whole, however, 
commercial building — offices, stores, 
and shopping centers — has taken the 
biggest drop among the various cate- 
gories of nonresldentlal buildings. Ac- 
cording to Christie, institutional build- 
ing — schools and hospitals — has 
held close to the 1974 levels. 


On a November-to-November basis, 


residential building looked strong. 
Contracting in the latest month was 
18,404,329,000, an increase of close to 
30 per cent. "While the housing mar- 
ket has shown welcome improvement 
over the course of 1975," Christie cau- 
tioned, "it should be kept in mind that 
we are now making year-to-year com- 
parisons against the very worst home- 
building conditions in decades. In the 
residential markets, cost problems 
still exist that are inhibiting the re- 
covery of apartment construction." 


Nonbuilding construction contracts, 


the category where most of the huge 
energy projects wre concentrated ear- 
lier this year, slumped 18 per cent in 
November to $1,309,219,000. Despite 
the current weakness, according to 
Christie, nonbulldlng construction for 
tie first 11 months of 1975 still holds • 
13 per cent lead over 1974 "and will 
easily be 197S's strongest gainer 
among the three classifications of con-

George E. Johnson of Chicago par- 


layed a $250 investment into a com- 
pany that grossed $39 million dollars 
in sales. 


He says it could only happen in 


America. 


Johnson Is a black entrepreneur 


with a high school education. He 
founded a tiny company in 1954 by 
mixing up batches of hair straight- 
ening tonic in the back of a beauty 
supply shop on Chicago's south side. 


The firm, Johnson Products Co. 


Inc., is now the largest black manu- 
facturing company in the world, with 
over 400 employes. In 1871 it became 
the first black-owned company to be 
listed on the American Stock Ex- 
change. 


Johnson Products markets Ultra 


Sheen, Afro Sheen, and Ultra Wave 
hair products and cosmetics for black 
consumers. 


"Only in America could the George 


Johnson story ever materialize," 
Johnson said as he surveyed the com- 
pany's 23-acre grounds from his office 
window. 


"I DON'T believe it is different to 


be a black businessman. The same in- 
gredients go Into success with a black 
man as a white man." 


But he added, "A black man'must 


be willing to work harder, and accept 
the hardship, and then maybe be 
more creative. If I've been forced to 
develop myself more, then I'm the 
winner, and that's great." 


Johnson nursed his fledgling com- 


pany through a fire in 1964 that totally 
destroyed the plant. He engineered 
shifts in company production and 
marketing that his associates say led 
to his success. 


Johnson sold his first batch of Ultra 


Wave hair'stralghtener to barber- 
shop*, for $1 a Jar In 1954. By the end 
of two weeks, Johmon Products bad 
1780 in the oank. 


In 1957, he MW a need for hair pro- 


duct* in Mack beauty shops and de-. 
vtJoped a brand for black women 
caDed Ultra Sbetn. 


"I realized that beauticians were 


more numerous than barbers," John- 
son said. "And I have an affinity for 
women and the competence of wom- 
en." 


BY 1980, Johnson Products grossed 


$490,000 in sales. 


"Then retailers began to take notice 


of our products," he said. "The de- 
mand for Ultra Sheen was created in 
drug stores by word of mouth." 


By 1964, the firm grossed $1 million

Johnson 


in sales, with a strong retail market. 
In 1969, sales hit $10 million. 


In 1971, Johnson decided to sponsor 


a television show in Chicago, Soul 
Train, a kind of black American 
Bandstand. 


"We wanted to find out how to take 


a magic medium, television, and 
make it effective for us," he said. 
"That has been the biggest payoff in 
terms of reaching our market." 


In 1975, the company 'spent $5 mil- 


lion in advertising and grossed $39 
million in sales. The 48-year-old busi- 
nessman has several goals now. 


•1 BELIEVE WE have the opportu- 


nity to be a $100 million company by 
1980," he said. "This is my overriding 
goal at the moment." 
- Johnson's brainchild and special 
project, at the moment is a nationwide 
setup, to franchise beauty salons. 


".It's netting, it hit me one day," 


he said. "It was like someone lit • 
fir* under me and I've been going 
•ver since. It has potential' for thU 


company, and also will help out the 
black beauty industry." 


As Johnson sees it, there are only 


two industries in the black community 
that are controlled by blacks. They 
are the funeral industry — "White 
people have not decided to bury us 
yet" -*• and the beauty industry. 


He said he wants to "put a solid 


base in the black beauty industry, und 
that means organizing beauty sa- 
lons." 


"The Afro freed women from beau- 


ty salons, but it is a monotonous 
thing," be said. "Women want varie- 
ty. The number of beauty shops are 
declining and we want to encourage 
consumers to return to the salons." 


JOHNSON PRODUCTS will build or 


set up the salons, train and hire the 
beauticians, provide equipment, and 
then sell the package to a franchise 
holder. 


Franchise owners would be encour- 


aged to sell Ultra Sheen products. 


Johnson plans to build a "flagship 


prototype" of a franchise on company 
grounds by April 1. He has purcHsed 
a school for beauticians in dhicago, 
called Ultra Sheen U, to train staff. 


He said the first franchise will prob- 


ably not be sold until 1977. 


Despite hjs expanding- horizons, 


Johnson maintains he runs his busi- 
ness conservatively. -He boasts he 
. "didn't borrow a dime" to put up a $3 
million dollar addition to the Johnson 
. Products plant, completed in 1973. 


"Every black man has the responsi- 


bility of being the best role model he 
possibly can, because all of our broth- 
ers and especially our youth are look- 
ing at its," he said. "Every bkck man 
believes he can do whatever any other 
black man can. I want to pull some- 


v one else along. 


"I've always used the Christian phi- 


losophy as the basis for building a 
business. And that basis is the Golden 
Rule, I've never been to college, J've 
not really read a textbook on business 
philosophy, but I've read 1J» Able. 
I've found that's the best textbook."

Tremendous demands are made on the ocean's 


food fish resources. Fishing grounds that have always 
supplied us with a great abundance and variety of 
fish and shellfish are showing the effects of over- 
fishing. Those who .depend on the coast's fishermen 
to supply all the haddock they want, are being told, 
regretfully, that it's not always available: The fishing 
grounds are being given periodic "rests" to get the 
species restore itself. The same is true of flounder. 


But the shortages of traditional species have had 


one unexpected result that will be applauded by 
those who love European and Oriental cuisine. It has 
prompted fishermen to bring more of those delicacies 
that habit-bound Americans have been ignoring until 
lately. -Such species as pollock, ocean perch and 
whiting are now coming into their, own. 


Although these fine fish always have lain off our 


shores, it has taken a situation like the present short- 
ages to make them appreciated. This, plus the fact 
that far-ranging American travelers are becoming 
more and more exposed to the culinary delights of 
other countries which traditionally have featured, 
many of these species. 


So, it shouldn't be much of a trick to take fish like 


pollock^ ocean perch or whiting and come up with a 
delectable tempura. 


Not all markets will have all these species all the 


time, but they will be arriving in ever increasing 
numbers. The three varieties featured are inter- 
changeable in the recipes.

U.S. beef cheap

Mrs. Smith buys a pound of beef for 


dinner. If it is boneless sirloin and she 
lives In London, she paid $2.87 a 
pound. But if she lives in New York,, 
the price for approximately the same 
cut and quality would cost her $1.96 a 
pound. 


The difference between New York 


prices and London prices is both ter- 
rific and shocking. But what about the 
difference between the price of steak 
. in New York and steak in Tokyo? It is 
the Japanese beef that is super-spe- 
cial and is called KbM steak. It Is 
dreamlike, tender,- excellently fla- 


vored and only the rich can afford it. 
It is $16.76 a pound. No matter how 
super-special, is steak worth such a 
price? 


Let's continue to compare beef 


prices. In Washington the average 
price is about $1.96. But in Copenha- 
gen it is $4.71 a pound; in Brussels 
$3.84 a pound; in Stockholm $4.84 a 
pound and in Bonn $4.23 a pound. 


READING THESE prices will cor- 


rect the impression so many of us 
have that meat prices are highest in 
New York, or anywhere in the U.S. as 
compared to other world centers.

Herald food 
price survey 


After three years of rapid inflation in grocery bills, food 


shoppers are expected to get a temporary breathing spell, 
according to government analysts as reported by UP). 


Already many prices appear to have stabilized, as noted in a 


Tuesday price survey of five area chain food stores. 


Compared with higher costs that daused a 47 per cent leap 


in spending at supermarket checkout counters over the past 
three years, a moderate two per cent increase for the first half 
of 1976 sounds extremely moderate. But that is what the U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture economists predict. 


Here are some of the US DA forecasts for food: 
• Meats: An upswing in supplies of choice grade beef and 


a decline in lower-grade beef in the next few months. This 
means more special sales and price cuts on high grade roasts 
and steaks, but fewer bargains in hamburger. Pork, while down 
from recent price peaks, will remain expensive through midyear. 


• Dairy: The butter shortage which sent prices zooming 


recently will ease as milk production recovers in early 1976 and 
farm milk prices turn down. Last fall's wholesale increases may 
keep retail dairy prices edging higher for a while, though. 


. Eggs: They recently have been selling lower than a year 


ago. and probably will stay that way for the next six months. 
• Chicken: Little price change in the months ahead, despite 


heavier supplies, because pork (often used as an alternative'for 
chicken) remains scarce. 


However, the long-range outlook for food prices, says the 


Agriculture Department's Kenneth R. Farrell. is "instability — 
much of it tied to weather both here and abroad." 


At Dominick's chicken fryers were down 10 cents a pound 


from December. With the exception of butter, prices in the dairy 
and egg section either held steady or dropped slightly. Domino 
Sugar was down two cents per five pounds. 


Beef and poultry prices wera down this month at Eagle. 


Round steak dropped 20 cents per pound, ground beef declined 
five cents a pound and chicken fryers were 10 cents a pound 
under December quotations. However, eggs and Kraft American 
Cheese increased slightly in price from the same period. 


Chicken fryer prices were also down at Kohl's, offsetting 


moderate increases for beef round steak and pork chops. A 
dozen eggs were eight cents higher than last month but a 
pound of Land 0 Lakes butter went down bv the same amount.

Read them again Just to be sure. 


Now look at the higher prices for 


beet In such splendid cities as Rome 
and Paris. In Paris, the price of beef 
is $3.02 a pound and in Rome $3.50 a 
pound. Prices In these cities almost 
make our price look like a food stamp 
item. 


Retail food prices are reported by 


United States agricultural attaches in 
important world capitals on the first 
Wednesday of every other month. 
Prices are converted on the basis of 
actual exchange values on the date of 
the survey, and these conversions af- 
fect comparisons between time peri- 
ods. 


EXACT COMPARISONS are not 


possible because the quality and 
availability of specific items vary 
among countries. 


Broilers and eggs are other food 


items surveyed: For example, in 
Washington, D.C., the price of broilers 
was M cents a pound, while in Tokyo 
the broilers were $1.07 a pound and in 
Brussels 98 cents a pound. 


In Washington, D.C., the price of 


eggs was 81 cento a dozen, while in 
Tokyo eggs were 94 cents a dozen and 
in Brussels 99 cents a dozen. 


High food prices do come as a shock 


to most Americans after many years 
of lower prices. But money spent for 
food still remains far less than that 
spent In other nations. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Association.) 


Leftovers are 
menu stretchers 


If properly cared for, leftover tur- 


key is as tasty as the first slices. It 
can be refrigerated and used within a 
few days or frozen and then, weeks 
later, turned into dozens of. dishes — 
casseroles, turkey Creole, turkey 
Brunswick stew, turkey salad. 


Almost all recipes calling for cook- 


ed chicken are good with turkey, too, 
according to the U.S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture. 


After a holiday feast, turkey should 


be refrigerated immediately. The 
meat should be separated from the 
•stuffing and gravy and stored in dif- 
ferent containers. Large quantities of 
leftover items should be put in several 
small containers rather than one 
•large one to speed cooling. It Is best 
to remove the meat from turkey 
bones so it can be well wrapped to 
prevent drylng_and loss of flavor. 


IF KEPT COLD In the refrigerator, 


cooked turkey will maintain Its quali- 
ty for one or two days. If It can't be 
used in that period, it should be fro- 
zen. The same goes for stuffing and 
gravy. 


To freeze holiday leftovers, wrap 


turkey In moisture resistant material, 
such as aluminum foil or freezer pa- 
per. Cooked stuffing may be frozen 
and kept for three to four weeks. Heat 
without thawing or thaw In the refrig- 
erator and use at once. Turkey can 
also be turned into casserole dishes 
like pot pies before freezing. 


In fact, the keeping quality of tur- 


key frozen in broth or gravy is actual- 
ly better than plain frozen slices, ac- 
cording to the U.S.D.A. Sliced turkey 
loses quality in the freezer after one 
month, but poultry dishes — when the 
meat is covered with gravy — main- 
tain quality up to six months. 


FROZEN' CASSEROLES may be 


put directly Into the oven, Just like a 
frozen dish bought at a grocery store. 


For those who prefer to thaw casse- 


roles before baking, the U.S.D.A. rec- 
ommends that perishable foods be 
thawed in the refrigerator, not1 at 
room temperature. For faster thaw- 
Ing, the casserole may be placed in a 
watertight container and immersed in 
cool water. 


In addition to casseroles, there are 


other economical uses of leftover tur- 
key. Turkey broth makes excellent 
base for soups and stews and adds fla- 
vor to white sauces in main dishes. 


Broth can be made by simmering 


the turkey bones, bits of meat and the 
skin in enough water to cover. For 
more flavor, onions, garlic, celery 
leaves, parsley and bay leaf or other 
herbs may be added. After simmering 
for two hours, the broth should be 
strained and used at once or refrig- 
erated in a closed container for one or 
two days. It can also be frozen. 


Leaner chops 


. Sheep producers plan to double 
their production of domestic lamb in 
the next 10 years. 


The American Lamb Council says 


its members also plan to- produce 
more chops and leaner, bigger cuts of 
lamb. The council said new tech- 
niques to accomplish this include nor- 


thern produce three lamb crops in two 
years instead of one crop per year.

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Bag lunches 
with less 
calories, cost

It's no secret that lunch earned 


from home is cheaper than the same 
meal bought in a restaurant or delica- 
tessen. 


Consumer experts at a New York 


City bank say even a modest $2 50 a 
day lunch totals $590 over 236 working 
days in a typical year. They recom- 
mend reducing not just the cost of 
lunch in dollars, but the number of 
calories, if you are one of the thou- 
sands of overweight persons in the 
work force. 


As an example, a classic lunch of 


cheeseburger with toppings, french 
fries and a milk shake adds up to 
about 1,150 calories. To halve the ca- 
lories and the price, the experts sug- 
gest a plain burger without cheese or 
french fries, and milk instead of a 
shake. 


SOME RESTAURANTS and delica- 


tessens with office delivery service of- 
fer a discount for weekly lunch orders 
placed in advance. It's worth asking 
about even if your lunch source 
doesn't provide the service currently. 


First National City Bank's con- 


sumer newsletter also estimates that 
a balanced lunch carried from home 
can cost as little as 50 cents, or abtut 
half what you'd pay a delicatessen for 
the same food: an apple, about four 
ounces of cheese and a slice or two 
of bread. The newsletter also recom- 
mends as a good buy a container of 
plain yogurt with nuts and fruit or a 
sprinkling of cereal. The yogurt alone 
costs less than 40 cents at many food 
markets, compared with 55 cents or 
more at takeout lunch spots. 


A earned lunch can also make good 


use of leftovers from last night's din- 
ner A few slices of chicken or lean 
meat wrapped around cherry to- 
matoes or carrot or cucumber sticks 
can substitute for a sandwich. Or 
pack a small disposable container or 
wide-mouth vacuum bottle with four 
ounces of cottage cheese, seasoned at 
home with herbs. Add a bag of car- 
rots, green pepper sticks, fresh cau- 
liflower or other raw vegetables. A 
container of milk or fruit juice adds 
very little to the cost, even from a 
vending machine or deli. 


If for business reasons you must eat 


in expensive restaurants several 
times a week, the experts suggest 
shopping the full menu carefully. 
They estimate a patron can have a 
glass of white wine, an omelet and a 
cup of coffee for as little as $6.75 in a 
French restaurant where lunches gen- 
erally run around $12 per person. 


IN A SEAFOOD restaurant where 


main dishes average $6.95, you might 
have instead a large, filling bowl of 
fish chowder with hot bread for only 
$2 95. Or substitute a hearty appetizer 
such as prosciutto (Italian ham) and 
melon for a main course, to save ca- 
lories and cash; or a pate or terrine 
in a French restaurant, if your waist- 
line can stand the extra calories. 


In restaurants where portions an 


very large, some twosomes share a 
salad or appetizer and a hot main 
dish. 


If you know you'll eat both lunch 


and dinner in restaurants on the same 
day, 
you usually can save money by 


ordering a complete meal at midday 
and a lighter one at night. 


If you drink coffee, tea or bouillon 


often during your work day, either in- 
vest in an immersion heater or get 
together with colleagues to buy a 
small heating unit and a pot for boil- 
ing water. A cup of tea made with an 
instant product or tea bag costs less 
than two cents, compared with 15 
cents from a vending machine. At this 
rate, a $1.49 immersion heater pays 
for itself in 11 uses.

A naming dish is especially impres- 


sive as the entree for an elegant din- 
ner. Joanne and Carl Lund's specialty 
is Beef Fillet Woronoff, made from a 
recipe Joanne clipped from a maga- 
zine 20 yean ago. Its reliability as a 
successful dish has kept H in the fore- 
front of her list of favorites through- 
out the years. 


She buys a whole beef tenderloin, 


preferring to trim it herself. Although 
expensive, Joanna considers the ten- 
derloin a good value because there to 
no waste around bones, and the meat 
is tender and flavorful.

Sliced while hot, the beef is basted

ping the flaming meat. The original 
radpa called for cognac, but Joanna 
and Carl found that 190 proof grain 
alcohol ignites better. 


BECAUSE ALL OTHER dishes are 


prepared in advance, Joanne can take 
the last-minute preparation of the 
beef in stride. As accompaniments 
she suggests do-ahead vegetable cas- 
seroles. Party potatoes can be pro- 
pared several days ahead. Sour 
cream and cream cheese make this 
mashed potato dish rich, light and 
fluffy. It can bt seasoned with onion 
or chives. 


As an appetizer for this meal, you 


may wish to serve Marinated Shrimp. 
This, too, is made in advance, SUM* 
the longer it sits the better the flavors 
blend. 


Because both she and her family 


are "chocoholics," Joanna loves to 
make elaborate chocolate desserts. 
For this meal aba recommends some- 
thing light, such as a chocolate 
mousse.

Vegetables mixed bag of savings

Broccoli, cotlards, spinach, other 


dark-green vegetables and sweet po- 
tatoes are what one consumer report- 
er calls "blockbusters" because they 
supply substantial amounts of vitamin 
A as well as some vitamin C and min- 
erals such as calcium and iron. Vege- 
tables high in vitamin A include car- 
rots and winter squash. Though every 
vegetable supplies some vitamins and 
minerals, most can't match for nutri- 
tional value these vegetables listed 
above. 


In terms of actual cost, broccoli and 


spinach are relatively expensive, with 
fresh broccoli at about 15 cents a 
serving and fresh spinach costing no 
less than 20 cents a serving, based on 
August 1975 prices. However, you can 
often save money on dark greens, In- 
cluding broccoli and spinach, by buy- 
Ing them at the frozen food section of 
the grocery store. Since the manufac- 
turer can use smaller, broken leaves 
and stalks for chopped frozen prod- 
ucts, they often cost less than fresh 
whole produce. 


MANY OTHER fresh vegetables 


cost a good deal less than the dark 
greens. Cabbage, carrots, celery, let- 
tuce, and potatoes all sold for about 6 
cents a serving in August 1975. 


Some vegetables, on the other hand, 


usually cost so much that we advise 
you to scratch them off your shopping 
list, unless they are specially priced. 
These vegetables include artichokes, 
asparagus and cauliflower. 


You can almost always save money 


by buying vegetables In season. They 
not only cost less but are usually 
fresher. However, most vegetables 
are generally available throughout the 
>ear. 


One of the best nutritional buys in 


the marketplace is potatoes, which 
are usually available at about six 
cents a serving. If cooked and eaten 
with the skin, potatoes contain enough 
essential nutrients to sustain human 
life longer than any other single food, 
Including cow's milk. They supply sig- 
nificant amounts of 30 important min- 
erals, a variety of vitamins, plus pro- 


tein. Though potatoes are commonly 
thought to be fattening, in fact a me- 
dium-size potato has about 90 calories 
when baked, and 80 when boiled. It's 
what you add to the potato — the 
gravy, butter, or margarine — and 
the way you prepare it that deter- 
mines how fattening it really is. For 
instance, a potato that is fried has as 
much as four times the calories as the 
same amount of baked potato (served 
without margarine or butter. 


POTATOES OFTEN come in bulky 


bags that can be inconvenient for the 
shopper who cooks for only one or 
two. Frozen and instant potato prod- 
ucts are easy-to-prepare alternatives. 
They are just as nutritious and gener- 
ally cost no more than fresh potatoes. 
They come in a variety of sizes and 
types, and, best of all, many of them 
are not expensive — as most other 
convenience foods are. 


Frozen French fries can cost about 


half as much as French fries pre- 
pared at home. Instant mashed po- 
tatoes are also less expensive than 
homemade mashed. Fancier com- 
mercial potato products, however, 


such as hash browns, scalloped po- 
tatoes and potato puffs are not the 
same bargain. Dehydrated scalloped 
and hash brown potatoes and frozen 
potato puffs all cost more than the 
same type of potato cooked at home.

Like the boy from the ghetto who, 
when driven out into the country, 
shouted with wonder, "Gee, I never 
knew apples grow on trees." 


It will enlighten serious citizens on 


what agriculture is doing to increase 
the the nation's food supply and what 
it can afford to add to the hungry 
world's larder. 


In the yearbook, called "That We 


May Eat," experts in agricultural re- 
search from state experimental sta- 
tions and members of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture describe the 
progress to date and the hopes for the 
future of food and life. 


IT IS A handsome hard-cover vol- 


ume lavishly illustrated with a section 
of 32 color <photographs, plus black 
and white photos. (Available from the 
U.S. Government Printing Office Su- 
perintendent of Documents, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20402, $7.30.) The Yearbook 
is recommended as a New Year's gift 
for children interested in rural life. It 
is good and informative reading.

our knowledge of some amazing scien- 
tific tricks which have materially en- 
larged our food supplies: 


"Quiet Revolution in Apple Or- 


chard," "Golden Beans from China," 
"Man-Molded Cereal," "A Million 
Gallons of Water for a Single Acre of 
Food" and "A Fish Story Pans Out 
and World is Better Fed." 


THE BOOK sUtes, "Here we go 


into the future. It could be a pretty 
rough trip. World population keeps 
growing. Energy and other resource! 
are limited. Some accommodation for 
this situation must be found. 


"We could keep going the way we 


are. That means we find some mir- 
acle that gives us boundless new re- 
sources — or that we Just continue 
using up our resources in one final 
orgy of 20th century 'materialism. Or 
we can take another route. Change 
life styles — at least enough to buy 
time for agriculture to learn how to 
squeeze more out of every acre." 


The contributing agricultural scien- 


tists conclude, "Our people are not 
only fed but fed well with the world's 
most plentiful supply of nutritious, 
healthful foods, for the smallest part 
of their Incomes anywhere hi the 
world.

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No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

Gov. Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and improve 
state services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1978. 


The "no new taxes" pledge was one 


of the main themes used by Walker 
during his annual State of the State 
message to the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 


The governor cited three "critical 


areas" of concern for the coming 
year. These were' 


• Improve personal safety. 
• Hold the line on taxes and spend- 


ing. 


• Toughen state ethics law. 
THE TOPICS WERE familiar 


themes for the governor, who Is in- 
volved In a tough election battle. 
Many of the proposals outlined in the 


15-nunute speech to both houses of the 
legislature have been advocated by 
Walker in the past. 
' • 


Walker did not comment in detail 


on the state's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30 The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $121 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a m United Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield

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Public, private vote debated 
City divided on means 
of choosing new mayor 


Des Plaines officials are divided 


over whether the city council should 
elect a successor to Mayor Herbert H. 
Behrel publicly or by secret ballot 


The divisions among city council 


members came to light this week at a 
special meeting called to consider the 
steps that will be taken to prepare for 
the departure of Behrel later this 
year. 


Behrel, who has been mayor for 


more than 18 years, announced last 
May that he would leave office around 
Sept. 1, eight months before his term 
expires. He plans to retire with his 
wife to Sun City, Ariz. 


AFTER BEHREL retires, aldermen 


will choose a successor from their 
ranks to serve as acting mayor until 


the 1977 municipal election. 


Although the city council has not 


voted whether to conduct the election 
in public or by secret ballot, a num- 
ber of aldermen have expressed opin- 
ions 


"I feel very strongly that the vote 


should be secret because the acting 
mayor will have to work with the city 
council after he is elected," said Aid. 
John Leer, 3rd. "Having a public vote 
could create problems between him 
and some members of the council." 


Aid. Arthur Erbach, 5th, agreed, ad- 


ding, "I wouldn't want the vote public 
because I wouldn't want any later 
disharmony attributed to that." 


ALD. GERALD Meyer, 7th, said he 


does not think aldermen have an obli- 


Staff cuts in Disk 63 
proposed to trim costs 


Reducing the number of junior high 


school teachers, reading coordinators, 
nurses and speech teachers was dis- 
cussed by the East Maine Dist 63 
Board of Education as a way to cut 
expenditures next year. 


The board Thursday discussed sev- 


eral options for cutting costs next 
year to help the district balance its 
budget. 


The district anticipates a $570,000 


deficit in the education fund by the 
1977-78 school year and a $81,000 defi- 
cit in the building fund this year. A 
deficit of more than $5 million is ex- 
pected in the two funds by the 197940 
school year. 


The board discussed the possibility 


of increasing the average class size in 
the Junior high schools from 16.3 stu- 
dents per class to 22 students. This 
would allow the district to cut about 
24 junior high school teachers. The 
administration said classes would not 
exceed 26 students, except foe physi- 
cal education classes, which would not 
exceed 32 students. 


TftE DISTRICT estimates it would 


save about $362,000 by reducing the 
number of Junior high teachers. 


The district also estimated H would 


save about $40,000 by having one 
nurse on staff, a nurses aide at each 


of the junior high schools and nurses 
aides for the elementary schools who 
would split their time between two 
schools Currently the district has cer- 
tified nurses. 


Suptl G Allan Gogo said nurses 


aides could perform the jobs of the 
nurses, because most of their respon- 
sibilities involve first-aid treatment. 


The board also discussed the possi- 


bility of cutting this expense further 
by having other staff members in 
each school qualified to perform the 
functions of a nurse or nurses aide. 


ANOTHER OPTION discussed was 


reducing the number of speech teach- 
ers in the district to five from the cur- 
rent seven Gogo said five speech 
teachers could handle the number of 
students who need this help. The dis- 
trict estimated it would save about 
$10,600 with this cut 


Reducing the number of reading 


coordinators also was discussed. 
Board members expressed concern, 
however, that this cut might hurt stu- 
dents and the education program be- 
cause reading skills are a top district 
priority. 


Other options for cutting costs in 


the district will be discussed by the 
board at 7 p.m. Jan. 27 at Apollo Ju- 
nior High School, 10100 Dee Rd., 
Maine Township.

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 


rel said it will cost $137,840 to finish 
the third floor of the Civic Center to 
permit use by the Cook County Circuit 
Court, 


Behrel said the city received esti- 


mates on the construction, from Hol- 
mes and Fox architects, Des Plaines. 
Although the city moved into the Ci- 


vic Center last spring, officials have 
delayed completion of the second and 
third floors until they are needed. 


The mayor said now that the city 


has an estimate on the construction 
costs, officials will begin negotiations 
with the court. 


Court officials said they will consid- 


er moving jury court to the Civic Cen- 
ter, 1420 Miner St., because the contin- 


ued use of the old city hall is uncer- 
tain. City officials have informed the 
court the old building may be razed to 
provide additional parking for the Civ- 
ic Center 


Most city officials favor renting the 


third floor of the Civic Center to the 
court, but they want the county to pay 
the cost of finishing the building's in- 
tenor. 


Although the old city hall may be 


torn down, Behrel said the city will 
give the courts enough time to fmd a 
new location. 


The city council recently voted to 


allow the court to move its branches of 
traffic and misdemeanor court f:om 
the old city hall into the Civic Center 
council chambers.

Forest Hospital seeks more 


Forest Hospital, Des Plaines, has 


asked the city (or a zoning variation 
to allow expansion of its parking facil- 
ities to a residential area along Rand 
Road. 


Michael Richardson, city director of 


planning and zoning, said the hospital, 
555 Wilson Ln., has proposed putting 
parking lots on four tracts that it 
owns. The lots are at 1771, 1796, 1800 
and 1840 Rand Rd. 


June Bengtsen, public relations 


coordinator at the hospital, said the 
hospital does not plan to alter the 


existing houses on the property. 


"WE NEED MORE parking, but we 


are not going to tear down any of the 
existing buildings," she said. 


Richardson said the hospital's pro- 


posal will be considered'by the zoning 
board of appeals Jan. 27. "It's a van-'' 
ation that can be granted by the zon- 
•ing board, so it will not go before the 
city council." 


In recent years, city officials have 


denied two zoning changes to Forest 
Hospital because of opposition from 
residents. Richardson said he is-un- 


sure whether the hospital's latest 
request will be opposed by residents. 


"We haven't had any calls, but I 


would imagine the neighbors will be 
at the hearing," he said. "I really 
don't know what kind of reaction the 
request will get." 


LAST JUtY the city council rever- 


sed an earlier decision arid voted' to 
. deny a rezoning request by the hospi- 
tal for a tract at 666 Garland Ln. For- 
est Hospital officials wanted to pur- 
chase the land arid .an existing office- 
warehouse and'use the building for of- 


fices, its vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gram and a post-graduate study pro- 
gram. 


Residents opposed the expansion, 


saying it would bring the hospital too 
close to homes and create security 
problems. 


In 1972 the city council rejected an- 


other request by the hospital to rezone 
the Des Plaines Funeral Home, 1717 
•Rand Rd. The zoning change would . 
have allowed the hospital to create an 
adolescent treatment center and su- 
pervised workshop for the handi- 
capped on the site.

Law proposes 
security pay by 
village landlords 


Wheeling Trustee Donald Jackson 


has proposed an ordinance requiring 
owners of apartment buildings to post 
security deposits' to guarantee that 
necessary repairs will be made. 


Jackson's proposal is based on a 


Ridgefield, N.J., 
ordinance which 


requires landlords to post security de- 
posits similar to those paid by ten- 
ants. Tlie ordinance also calls for a 
commission to enforce building codes 
and order repairs to buildings using 
the funds. 


The trustee said he suggested adop- 


tion 'of the ordinance because of r«- 
cent problems at Mallard Lake Apart- 
ments on Hintz Road. 


"This ordinance makes the apart- 


ment owners put up some money," 
Jackson said. "If people call up with 
complaints and he doesn't make re- 
pairs, the money comes out of secur- 
ity deposits." 


THE NEW JERSEY ordinance calls 


for security deposits ranging from 
$400 to $5,000 from apartment owners, 
depending on the size of the complex. 
The security, deposit fund is adminis- 
tered by a five-member commission, 
including the health officer, building 
inspector, two members of the board 
of health and a village board mem- 
ber. 


The, deposits are placed in bank ac- 


counts in the name of each apartment 
owner. Interest on te fund is returned 
to the owner. 


The security deposit is used for re- 


pairs only if'a landlord or owner fails 
to make repairs in situations "which 
pose an immediate threat to the 
health, safety -and welfare of the ci- 
tiznes," according to the ordinance. 


Situations cited in the ordinance in- 


clude: 


• Lack of adequate ventilation or 


light. 


• Lack of adequate and healthful 


water supply, j 


• Structural, mechanical or elec- 


trical defects which increase the haz- 
ards of fire, accident or other calam- 
ity. 


• Failure to maintain a winter 


room temperature of at least 68 de- 
grees from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m., and at 
least 55 degrees from 11 p.m. to 6 
a.m.

The ordinance calls for a fine of up 


to $200 a day for each violation. 


The village board earlier this week 


approved a housing maintenance code 
allowing the village to prosecute prop- 
erty owners who fail to upgrade sub- 
standard housing.

A shuttle bus service from Buffalo 


Grove to the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. train station in Arlington 
Heights has been approved by the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority. 


Edward Bailey, RTA project direc- 


tor for the Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing araas, said the RTA board last 
week approved the plan, which will 
provide the service on a six-month 
trial basis with full RTA funding. Also 
included will be service to Woodfield 
Mall and Harper College. 


The plan for the shuttle bus service 


must still be approved by the village 
board. 


ROUTES THROUGH Buffalo Grove, 


Arlington Heights and Wheeling have 
been determined, but cost, schedule 
and fare information is still in- 
complete, Bailey said. If the village 
trustees approve the plan, the service 
could be in operation "within four to 
eight weeks," Bailey said. 


The shuttle service for commuters 


would start at Mundelein and Arling- 
ton Heights roads, wind through Buf- 
falo Grove and continue down Arling- 
ton Heights Road to Oakton. The' 
buses would then continue along Dun- 
ton Avenue to the train station, with 
stops along the entire route. 


Daytime service to Woodfield Mall 


and Harper College would tentatively 
start at Dundee and Buffalo Grove 
roads and include portions of Arling- 
ton Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. The Woodfield-Harper service 
will not operate during the morning 
and evening commuter rush hours, 
Bailey said. 


"Hopefully, the whole thing will go 


pretty smoothly now," Bailey said. He 
said he hopes to have the schedule 
and cost information "within seven 
days" for board consideration. 


ONCE THE BOARD approves the 


plan, the RTA will start contract ne- 
gotiations to obtain *n operator for 
the service, Bailey said. 


The Buffalo Grove Transportation 


Committee has been studying the 
transit needs of the village since July. 
Results of a transportation question- 
naire sent out in mid-December to 
more than 5,000 Buffalo Grove resi- 
dents have not been tabulated, but re- 
plies have indicated support for the 


service, said Claude Luisada, a com 
mittee member. 


"I think there is a definite need for 


the service," Luisada said. "We've 
gotten about 400 questionnaires back 
so far. How much the residents use 
the service will'depend on how well 
we market it .'. . we've got to get out 
and beat the bushes now."

The 
remainder of the cost would "hopeful- 
ly" be covered by fares, Luisada said, 
but if more money is needed, nearby 
villages that are also served by the 
service could conceivably shaiv the 
expense, he said.

Workshop answers kids' tough questions 
This sex ed class is for parents

What's a mother to do when her 


seventh-grade daughter wants to 
know about birth control? 


If daughter attends Cooper Junior 


High School, 1050 W. Plum Grove Rd., 
Buffalo Grove, her mother could find 
help arriving at answers through a 
two-part sex education workshop for 
parents being conducted by the Coop- 
er PTA. 


Led by Joyce Gallery, girls' physi- 


cal education and sex education 
teacher, the workshop is designed io 
help parents supplement the school's 
sex education program in areas the 
school does not cover: abortion, birth 
control, homosexuality, alternative 
life styles and moral questions of sex- 
ual behavior. 


The idea for the parent workshop 


came to Ms. Gallery and Principal 
Robert White after they noticed how 
perceptive students' questions had be- 
come in the course of the annual two- 
week sex education unit. 


BECAUSE WHEELING-Buffalo 


Grove Dist. 21 has limited its sex edu- 
cation program to information on hu- 


man reproduction, anatomy and so- 
cial diseases, the PTA governing 
board thought it might be a good idea 
to help parents with the harder ques- 
tions of human sexuality. They sched- 
uled parent workshops on sex educa- 
tion for this last Monday and Monday, 
Jan. 19 


"We expected 20 parents at the out- 


side," said White. "We had 50 parents 
sign up." 


Carol Smith, an Arlington Heights 


mother, said she was curious to team 
just what her eighth grade son knows. 
"He jokes around about it (sex) but I 
wonder how much he really knows," 
she said. 


"I'd like to combat some things that 


are. hearsay," said Bruce Smith, her 
husband. "I think we can answer his 
questions better if we know what kind 
of information he's receiving." 


AT MONDAY'S session, Ms. Gallery 


briefly reviewed what the district 
teaches junior high school students 
about sex. This information was not 
new to many parents — Dist. 21 holds 
annual parent orientation meetings on 
their sex education program. 


Ms. Gallery gave parents the same 


pretest she gives seventh graders be- 
fore beginning the sex-education unit. 
Parents were asked to_match terms 
like urethra, menopause, placenta and 
scrotum to their definitions, and some 
parents laughed as they discovered 
they had a few wrong answers. 


But they weren't alone. Ms. Gallery 


distributed a list of questions boys 
and girls commonly ask before taking 
the sex-education unit. Questions re- 
vealed that many seventh graders 
were in the dark about menstruation, 
parts of the anatomy and the process 
of reproduction, despite these topics 
being discussed in lesser detail in the 
lower grades. Although seventh gra- 
ders may wearily complain that they 
"know all that stuff," it's remarkable 
to see just how little they do know, 
Ms. Gallery said. 


The Dist. 21 lex education and fami- 


ly living program was adopted in the 
late 1960s, said Marjorie Beu, assist- 
ant superintendent for instruction.

It was posh and daring to leave a 


copy of the monthly Playboy maga- 
zine lying on the living room coffee 
table. It was bold to own a jigsaw 
puzzle of a buxom nude, or pin a 
Playmate centerfold on the wall. It 
was appropriate for the swinging 
single to have that rabbit with a bow- 
tie smiling off'glass mugs and ash 
trays. 


But no more. What was once daring 


is now accepted just about every- 
where. You soon may find Playboy 
paraphernalia — mugs, pins, t-shirts 
— sold in your local convenience gro- 
cery store. 


And that's bound to make Don Gue- 


rin happy. He's manager of Playboy 
Enterprises' distribution center at 800 
Morse Ave., In Elk Grove Village's 
Centex Industrial Park. 


FROM THAT BASE, Guerin keeps

No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

G o v . Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and improve 
state services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1976. 


The "no new taxes" pledge was one 


of the main themes used by Walker 
during his annual State of the State 
message to the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 
• 


The governor cited three "critical 


areas" of concern for the coming 
year. These were: 


• Improve personal safety. 
• Mold the line on taxes and spend- 


ing.• Toughen state ethics law. 


T H E TOPICS WERE familiar 


themes for the governor, who is in- 
volved in a tough election battle. 
Many of the proposals outlined in the 


C.OOD A,0 


J5-mmute speech to both houses of the 
legislature have been advocated by 
Walker in the past. 


Walker did not comment in detail 


on the state's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30. The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $121 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a.m. United Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield. 


In detailing his call for increased 


personal safety programs, Walker 
said the people should "not be afraid 
to walk through the parks or take 
public transportation late at night."

gued with. You can't be against no 
tax increases, personal safety and 
open government. He did not dwell on 
many social issues. But he did include 
a number of important matters in the 
laundry list at the end."

A shuttle bus service from Buffalo 


Grove to the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. train station in Arlington 
Heights has been approved by the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority. 


Edward Bailey, RTA project direc- 


tor for the Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing araas, said the R,TA board last 
week approved the plan, which will 
provide the service on a six-month 
trial basis with full RTA funding. Also 
included will be service to Woodfield 
Mall and Harper College. 


The plan for the shuttle bus service 


must still be approved by the village 
board. 


ROUTES THROUGH Buffalo Grove, 


Arlington Heights and Wheeling have 
been determined, but cost, schedule 
and fare information is still in- 
complete, Bailey said. If the village 
trustees approve the plan, the service 
could be in operation "within four to 
eight weeks," Bailey said. 


The shuttle service for commuters 


would start at Mundelein and Arling- 
ton Heights roads, wind through Buf- 
falo Grove and continue down Arling- 
ton Heights Road to Oakton. The 
buses would then continue along Dun- 
ton Avenue to the train station, with 
stops along the entire route. 


Daytime service to Woodfield Mall 


and Harper College would tentatively 
start at Dundee and Buffalo Grove 
roads and include portions of Arling- 
ton Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. The Woodfield-Harper service 
will not operate during the morning 
and evening commuter rush hours, 
Bailey said. 


"Hopefully, the whole thing will go 


pretty smoothly now," Bailey said. He 
said he hopes to have the schedule 
and cost information "within seven 
days" for board consideration. 


ONCE THE BOARD approves the 


plan, the RTA will start contract ne- 
gotiations to obtain an operator for 
the service, Bailey said. 


The Buffalo Grove Transportation 


Committee has been studying the 
transit needs of the village since July. 
Results of a transportation question- 
naire sent out in mid-December to 
more than 5,000 Buffalo Grove resi- 
dents have not been tabulated, but re- 
plies have indicated support for the 
service, said Claude Luisada, a com 
mittee member. 


"I think there is a definite need for 


the service," Luisada said. "We've 
gotten about 400 questionnaires back 


so far. How much the residents use 
the service will depend on how well 
we market it... we've got to get out 
and beat the bushes now." 


Luisada said he doesn't anticipate 


problems obtaining board approval 
'because "they wouldn't have to pay 
anything for the service." 


If the six-month trial is successful, 


the RTA would continue to provide 45 
per cent of the operating costs. The 
remainder of the cost would "hopeful- 
ly" be covered by fares, Luisada said, 
but if more money is needed, nearby 
villages that are also served by the 
service could conceivably sharif the 
expense, he said.

A grant for probation services im- 


provement was defeated Tuesday af- 
ter charges of conflict were leveled at 
Millicent Berliant, chairman of the 
law and judicial committee. 


A second grant for a home detention 


program for juvenile defenders was 
approved after lengthy-debate. 


Board member Helen Amendola 


said Mrs. Berliant's membership on 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission (ILEC) constituted a conflict 
of interest with her role on the county 
board 


Acceptance of a $25,638 state grant 


requiring a $1,349 county match was 
defeated in a subsequent vote. The 
motion needed a two-thirds majority 
for the emergency appropriation of 
the funds, and fell short of that mark. 


IN CHARGING conflict of interest, 


Mrs. Amendola said that an earlier 
state's attorney's decision made coun- 
ty board members accepting positions 
on other commissions forbidden. 


Mrs. Amendola, Victor Gantar, Fi- 


del Ghini, Matthew Miholic, Keith Pe- 
derson and Frank Terser voted 
against the grant appropriation and 
Glenn Miller abstained.

A Lake County Board member has 


suggested the money earmarked for 
extension of 111. Rte. S3 into Lake 
County instead be used to improve the 
Soo Line R.R. 
F.T. "Mike" Graham, the Lake 


County Board representative on the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission, suggested using the Soo Line 
R.R. tracks for passenger service as 
an alternative to the $84.2 million 
road project from Dundee Road to 111. 
Rte. 120. 


In a letter to Regional Trans- 


portation Authority Chairman Milton 
Pikarsky, Graham said, "Realizing 
the present use of the Soo Line is lim- 
ited to freight service, it would seem 
to the layman that the 984 million ear- 
marked for the construction of Rte. 53 
would provide us with rail passenger 


service second to none and save 1,000 
acres of Illinois' finest farm land, not 
to mention' the traffic congestion, 
added pollution and further destruc- 
tion of an already threatened environ- 
ment." 


GRAHAM ASKED Pikarsky in the 


letter dated Monday to explore the 
possibility of the passenger service 
and also of rebuilding the old North 
Shore Line. 


"Historically, massive road building 


projects have been used as a tool to 
stimulate a depressed economy and 
that same purpose could be accom- 
plished by improving and updating 
rxisting roads without losing sight of 
our real transportation and energy 
problem," Graham said in the letter. 


The environmental impact assess- 


ment for the Rte. S3 project was ap- 


proved by the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission Jan. 7, and has 
been forwarded to the U.S. Dept. of 
Transportation for approval. 


Almost $59 million of the project is 


to be funded by the federal govern- 
ment, with the remainder paid by the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation.

What's a mother to do when her 


seventh-grade daughter 
wants 
to 


know about birth control? 


If daughter attends Cooper Junior 


High School, 1060 W. Plum Grove Rd., 
Buffalo Grove, her'mother could find 
help arriving at answers through a 
two-part sex education workshop for 
parents being conducted by the Coop- 
er PTA. 


Led by Joyce Gallery, girls' physi- 


cal education and sex education 
teacher, the workshop is designed to 
help parents supplement the school's 
sex education program in areas the 
school does not cover: abortion, birth 
control, homosexuality, alternative 
life styles and moral questions of sex- 
ual behavior. 


the idea for the parent workshop 


cane to Ms. Gallery and Principal 
Robert White after they noticed how 
perceptive students' questions had be- 
come in the course of the annual two- 
week sex education unit. 


B E C A U S E WHEELING-Buffalo 


Grove Dist. 21 has limited its sex edu- 
cation program to information on hu- 


man reproduction, anatomy and so- 
cial diseases, the PTA governing 
board thought it might be a good idea 
to help parents with the harder ques- 
tions of human sexuality. They sched- 
uled parent workshops on sex educa- 
tion for this last Monday and Monday, 
Jan. 19. 


"We expected 20 parents at the out- 


side," said White. "We had 50 parents 
signup." 


Carol Smith, an Arlington Heights 


mother, said she was curious to learn 
Just what her eighth grade sen knows. 
"He jokes around about it (sex) but I 
wonder how much he really knows," 
she said. 


"I'd like to combat some things that 


are hearsay," said Bruce Smith, her 
husband. "I think we can answer his 
questions better if we know what kind 
of information he's receiving." 


AT MONDAY'S session, Ms. Gallery 


briefly, reviewed what the district 
teaches junior high school students 
about sex. This information was not 
new to many parents — Dist. 21. holds 
annual parent orientation meetings on 
their sex education program. 


Ms. Gallery gave parents the same 


pretest she gives seventh graders be- 
fore beginning the sex-education unit. 
Parents were asked to match terms 
like urethra, menopause, placenta and 
scrotum to their definitions, and some 
parents laughed as they discovered 
they had a few wrong answers. 


But they weren't alone. Ms. Gallery 


distributed a list of questions boys' 
and girls commonly ask before taking 
the sex-education unit. Questions re- 
vealed that many seventh graders 
were in the dark about menstruation, 
parts of the anatomy and the process 
of reproduction, despite these topics 
being discussed in lesser detail in the 
lower grades. Although seventh gra- 
ders may wearily complain that they 
"know all that stuff," it's remarkable 
to see just how little they do know, 
Ms. GaUery said.

No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

G o v . Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and Improve 
state services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1976.

Walker did not.comment in detail 


on the state's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million'balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30. The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $12rl million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a.m. United^Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield.

Elk Grove Village trustees will 


meet Jan. 27 to decide if more taxi 
cabs will be authorized to operate in 
the village. 


The trustees agreed Tuesday to

The Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


Board of Education will decide tonight 
whether to ask residents to approve 
three tax increase issues in a referen- 
dum Feb. 14. The issues would raise 
the average taxpayer's bill about $70. 


The board also will decide whether 


to approve a three-year contract'for 
Supt. Wayne Schaible. Schaible is 
serving,the third year of a three-year 
contract. 


Two of the tax issues will ask voters 


to increase their tax rate 47.9 cents 
per 100 equalized assessed valuation 
of their homes to increase the declin- 
ing education and operation funds. 
Residents now pay $1.98 per $100 
equalized assessed valuation for the 
two funds. 


THE THIRD ISSUE will ask for a 


flat $350,000 to complete funding for a 
proposed new administration center. 


Board members also will discuss a 


list of belt-tightening measures com- 
piled by the administration. School of- 
ficials said measures include cutting 
back on replacement supplies. If all 
the measures were implemented, the 
district would save up to $400,000, offi- 
cials said.. 


A five-year financial forecast drawn 


up by the administration predicts the 
district will be $15.4 million in debt by 
198041 without a tax rate increase. 
The proposed 47.5 cents Increase 
would cut the debt to $4.5 million, offi- 
cials said, and keep the district out of 
a deficit situation until at least 1978- 
79. 


Without the tax ra'te increase, the 


administration predicts the district

54, and 
officials are attributing the decrease 
to citizen awareness and the in- 
stallation of security alarms in many 
schools.

$9,826 this school year to repair glass 
breakage, a-figure 41 per cent lower 
than the $16,518 spent during the same 


period in 1974. Glass breakage tra-

The number of break-ins at the 27 


district schools is 25 per cent lower for 
the July-November 1975 period.than in 
1974. There have been 15 break-ins so 
far at various schools,

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Parents9 sex ed 
gives answers to 
tough questions

What's a mother to do when her 


seventh-grade daughter wants to 
know about birth control? 


If daughter attends Cooper Junior 


High School. 1050 VV. Plum Grove Rd., 
Buffalo Grove, her mother could find 
help arriving at answers through a 
two-part sex education workshop for 
parents being conducted by the Coop- 
er PTA. 


Led by Joyce Gallery, girls' physi- 


cal education and sex education 
teacher, the workshop is designed to 
help parents supplement the school's 
sex education program in areas the 
school does not cover: abortion, birth, 
control, homosexuality, alternative* 
life styles and moral questions of sex- 
ual behavior. 


The idea for the parent workshop 


came to Ms. Gallery and Principal 
Robert White after they noticed how 
perceptive students' questions had be- 
come in the course of the annual two- 
week sex education unit. 


B E C A U S E WHEELING-Buffalo 


Grove Dist. 21 has limited its sex edu- 
cation program to information on hu- 
man reproduction, anatomy and so- 
cial diseases, the PTA governing 
board thought it might be a good idea 
to help parents with the harder ques- 
tions of human sexuality. They sched- 
uled parent workshops on sex educa- 
tion for this last Monday and Monday, 
Jan. 19. 


"We expected 20 parents at the out- 


side." said White. "We had so parents 
sign up." 


Carol Smith, an Arlington Heights 


mother, said she was curious to learn 
just what her eighth grade son knows. 
"He Jokes around about it (sex) but I 
wonder how much he really knows," 
she said. 


"I'd like to combat some things that 


are hearsay," said Bruce Smith, her 
husband. "I think we can answer his 


questions better if we know what kind 
of information he's receiving." 


AT MONDAY'S session, Ms. Gallery 


briefly reviewed what the district 
teaches junior high school students 
about sex. This information was not 
new to many parents — Dist. 21 holds 
annual parent orientation meetings on 
their sex education program. 


Ms. Gallery gave parents the same 


pretest she gives seventh graders be- 
fore beginning the sex-education unit. 
Parents were asked to match terms 
like urethra, menopause, placenta and 
scrotum to their definitions, and some 
parents laughed as they discovered 
they had a few wrong answers. 


But they weren't alone1. Ms. Gallery 


distributed a list of questions boys 
and girls commonly ask before taking 
the sex-education unit. Questions re- 
vealed that many seventh graders 
were In the dark about menstruation, 
parts of the anatomy and the process 
of reproduction, despite these topics 
being discussed in lesser detail in the 
lower grades. Although seventh gra- 
ders may wearily complain that they 
"know all that stuff," it's remarkable 
to see just how little they do know, 
Ms. Gallery said. 


The Dist. 21 sex education and fami- 


ly living program was adopted in the 
late 1960s, said Marjorie Beu, assist* 
ant superintendent 
for instruction. 


Taught in kindergarten through eighth 
grades, the curriculum stresses a 
wholesome, natural attitude toward 
sex and family life. 


ALTHOUGH 
SEX education is 


taught in every grade, the program is 
completely voluntary, Miss Beu said. 
Parents are invited to the annual ori- 
entation meetings and may withdraw 
their child from the program if they 
prefer to handle the subject at home. 
Additionally, all instructional mate- 
rials in the sex education program 
are reviewed and approved by parent 
committees.

plans. 


In July, the company's applications 


for Federal Home Administration 
(FHA) funds were withdrawn because 
officials felt the financing would take 
too long to secure. 


Construction of the hospital has 


been put off several times since its 
initial proposed starting date in early 
1974, because of financial problems. 


The hospital is planned as a for- 


profit institution and is scheduled to 
be the last facility built by American 
Medicorp, a private company in- 
volved in the construction of hospitals 
nationwide,

No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

G o v , Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and improve 
state services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1976.

Many of the proposals outlined in the 


tS-mmute speech to both houses, of the 
legislature have been advocated by 
Walker in the past. 


Walker did not comment in detail 


on the' state's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30. The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state tad a 
cash balance of $12.1 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more-detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a.m. United Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech -was given to the press 
corps in Springfield. 


In detailing his call for increased 


personal safety programs, Walker 
said the people should "not be afraid 
to walk through the parks or take 
public transportation late at night."

Additional federal money, Saunders said, will be sought for prep- 


aration of a comprehensive village development plan. 


Saunders said the application is a "one shot deal not an on-going 


program," explaining the funding proposal is "just for this year." 


Saunders said since Schaumburg is a community of less than 


30,000 population, the village "does not have to come up with an 
assisted housing plan unless we desire to do so" to qualify for the 
federal funding. 


He said the money will be distributed by Cook County, adding 


"we are part of the county and are asking for a share of county 
funds, so I believe we can consider that theri assisted housing plan 
covers us." 


Smoking clinic next week 


Vandalism decreases in Dist. 54 


For the first time in five years, van- 


dalism has dropped substantially in 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, and 
officials are attributing the decrease 
to citizen awareness and the in- 
stallation of security alarms in many 
schools. 


A report by Joseph Viso, director of 


buildings and grounds, stated there 
has been a "noticeable decrease in 
vandalism" during the period from 
July to November 1975 compared to 
the same time period in 1974. 


Viso said the district has spent 


$9,886 this school year to repair glass 
breakage, a figure 41 per cent lower 
than the $16,518 spent during the same 
period in 1974. Glass breakage-tra- 
ditionally is the district's biggest van- 
dalism expense. 


The number of break-ins at the 27 


district schools is 25 per cent lower for 
the July-November 1975 period than in 
1974. There have been 15 break-ins so 
far at various schools. 


WHILE VISO SAID he was not sure 


"a specific reason" could be given for 
the decrease, he said the school staffs 
have developed programs to make the 
students aware of the problems van- 
dalism' causes and to instill school 
pride in them. He said community 
programs like the "Be Aware — Be 
Thankful" 
project 
sponsored 
by 


Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates 
have made' citizens aware of van- 
dalism. 


After $31,000 worth of vandalism 


was done to schools in 1974-75, the dis- 


trict decided to begin installing ultra- 
sonic security systems in its schools. 
The system uses sound waves ta de- 
tect intruders, and a direct line alerts 
the police department to the break-in. 


Supt. Wayne Sensible staid the pur- 


pose of installing the system was to 
avoid a major burglary, but the small 
acts of violence such as glass break- 


age make up the major portion of the 
vandalism bill. 


Schaibte said the district is building 


new schools with designs that call for 
a minimal amount of glass, figuring 
the less glass there is, the fewer tar- 
gets there will be. Schools which have 
been renovated haye also minimized 
their windows. 


Schaible said he is beginning to be- 


lieve a changing attitude is contrib- 
uting to the low vandalism statistics. 
He said students at Keller Junior 
High, 820 Bode Rd., Schaumburg, 
were so upset when vandals tore up 
their science rooms last year that 
they used their own money to replace 
the broken aquariums. 


Alderman study favored in Hoffman

- Hoffman Estates officials reacted 
favorably this week to a plan to study 
adopting an aldermanic form of gov- 
ernment. 


Trustee Ralph Lyerla recommended 


to the judiciary committee Monday 
night that a study be conducted to ex- 
amine possible expansion of the vil- 
lage board and adoption of an alder- 
manic government system. 


Aldermen would be elected from 


wards based on population, rather 
than an at-large system in which top 
vote-getters are elected. The village 
board is composed of the President 
and six trustees elected villagewide to 
four-year terms. 


VILLAGE PRES. Virginia Hayter 


said Tuesday that trustees have infor- 
mally discussed a system change sev- 
eral times before Lyerla's formal sug- 
gestion. 


"I don't think a true aldermanic 


system would be the best for the vil- 
lage," she added. 


Mrs. Hayter said she would prefer 


to see a combination of aldermanic 
and at-at-large seats in the village 
government. 


Asked if she thought seven board 


members were sufficient, she said, 
"Yes, if all of them are working." 


Mrs. Hayter said Lyerla's recom- 


mendation will go through channels 
and eventually will be placed before 
the voters in a referendum if the 
board approves the plan. 


LYERLA SAID Monday that the 


present size of the village board is not 
adequate to meet the village's needs. 
"There are lots of things that could be 
done better if we only had more rep- 
resentation," he said. 


Judiciary committee chairman Mel- 


vin Timmons said he agreed with 
Lyerla. He said the changes should be 
studied, but did not say if he sup- 


ported the recommendations. 


He and Lyerla, along with trustees 


William Cowin and Jeanne Pavey, 
voted to recommend the study. 


Timmons said he thought the board 


could vote to expand under home-rule 
powers, but the final decision should 
be made by the public. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert said 


Tuesday he has been asked by Village 
Mgr. George Longmeyer to submit a 
legal opinion on the possible change in 
local government. Hofert said Long- 
meyer asked for an opinion on a gov- 
ernment system "apparently on a 
ward basis." 


HE SAID A change in government 


technically requires a referendum by 
the public. 


The committee discussed holding a 


referendum concurrent with the next 
general election slated in April 1977. 


Mrs. Hayter said the cost of a refer- 


endum in Hoffman Estates "runs just

Harper, faculty

Salary negotiations for 1976-77 have 


begun between faculty and board 
members at Harper College.

year by approving faculty salary 
rdhges before negotiations began. 


Faculty Senate Pres David Macau- 


ley raised strong objections to the 
move, contending that salary ranges 
are a negotiable item. Board mem- 
bers asserted that salary ranges have 
never been a part of salary negotia- 
tions with the faculty. No formal re- 
spouse has yet been made by the Fac- 
ulty Senate.

No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

G o v. Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and improve 
state services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1976. 


The "no new taxes" pledge was one 


of the main themes used by Walker 
during his annual State of the State 
message to the Illinois General As- 
sembly.

areas" of concern for the coming 
year. These were: 


• Improve personal safety. 
• Mold the line on taxes and spend-' 


ing. 


• Toughen state ethics law. 
THE 
TOPICS WERE familiar 


themes for the governor, who is in- 
volved in a tough election battle. 
Many of the proposals outlined in the 


15-minute speech to both houses of the 
legislature have been advocated by 
Walker in the past. 


Walker did not comment in detail 


on the state's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30 The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $12.1 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a.m. United Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield. 


In detailing' his call for increased 


personal safety programs, Walker 
said the people should "not be afraid 
to walk through the parks or take 
public transportation late at night "

Cuts loom after 
veto of library 
tax referendum 


by JILL BETTNER 


The Rolling Meadows City Council's 


veto of a proposed Feb. 28 library ref- 
erendum could force cutbacks in ser- 
vices, said Rodney Dahlin. library 
board president. 


Dahlin said the issue of obtaining 


more funds for the library will be 
brought up again, despite a 6-to-4 vote 
by the city council Tuesday night kill- 
Ing the referendum. 


"The citizens won't go away and 


they won't stop reading and using the 
library, so the need won't go away," 
Dahlin said. "The need for the im- 
proved services still exists, so on that 
basis. It will have to come up again." 


Library officials had hoped there 


might be a chance of organizing a pe- 
tition drive to allow citizens to request 
the referendum over the council's ob- 
jections. However, City Ally. Donald 
Rose said alt library referendums 
must be called by the aldermen. 


THE CITY LIBRARY is similar to 


a city department and although it op- 
erates under its own budget, the li- 
brary board is appointed by the may- 
or and actions such as referendums 
must have council approval. 


"At this point, we have no other av- 


enues to explore on the referendum," 
Dahlin said. "Apparently, it's dead." 


The two-part referendum would 


have included a request to increase 
the maximum tax rate from 15 to 29 
cents per $100 assessed valuation and 
would have asked for the sale of 
$888.000 In bonds to purchase a 1.7- 
acre site directly west of the library 
for an addition and parking. The land 
currently is owned by developer Kim- 
ball Hill. 


Without the Increase in the tax rate, 


Dahlin said the library will be unable 
to maintain existing services or add 
any new programs. 


"1 CAN GUARANTEE that we 


won't have anything new, but how 
much we may have to cut back, I just 
don't know yet." he said. "We'll have 
to evaluate every expense one by one, 
Some things like postage, paper costs 
and books are beyond our control. All 
we can do is cut those aieas we have 
control over " 


Librarian 
Judith Drescher said 


money for the library addition also is 
needed, 


"At the moment we are at capacity 


as far as book space," she said 
"We'd like to have had the stack 
space, room for audiovisual and es- 
pecially a meeting room. We don't 
have one now for programs. If we did 
we could use it for all kinds of things 
— family movie nights, crafts. We 
had a lot of plans for that room." 


Mrs Drescher said Hill verbally 


agreed to' give the library an option 
on the 1.7 acre site until after the pro- 
posed referendum. The developer has 
.not yet been contacted to se« if ar- 
rangements can be made to extend 
the option, she said. 


THE LIBRARIAN added that a 


number of residents who visited the 
library Wednesday asked what they 
could do to help 


"We've been telling the people who 


come in and ask to call their alder- 
men and tell them they'd like an op- 
portunity to vote in a referendum," 
she said. "We were surprised when 
the city council turned us down. We 
all had the definite impression we'd 
have a chance to go to the voters " 


The next regularly scheduled li- 


brary board meeting is set for Tues- 
day, Feb. 3. "I'm sure the board will 
be concerned with this whole issue at 
that time," Dahlin said.

Injured woman urges 
safety at toboggan run

A Rolling Meadows woman serious- 


ly injured in a tobogganing accident 
at North Salk Park is urging park of- 
ficials to make the popular hilt safer. 


JANICE BUSKE, 32, of 2106 Jay 


Ln., suffered a fractured' vertebra 
Sunday afternoon when the toboggan 
on which she and her four children 
were riding veered toward Salt Creek 
at the bottom of the hill and dropped 
oft a 4 Mi-foot embankment. 


The woman said she is considering 


a lawsuit against the district to re- 
coup medical expenses resulting from 
the accident. 


MRS. BUSKE SAID she is sched- 


uled to be released from Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital, Arlington 
Heights, this weekend, but her doctors 
have told her she will have to wear a 
brace for the next six to eight months. 
The children were not hurt in the ac- 
cident, she said, aside from "a few 
bruises and a banged-up knee." 


"I can't imagine why no one else 


has broken his neck or been seriously 
hurt over there," she said. "They tell 
me I'm lucky I didn't do more dam- 
age than 1 did/' 


Steve Person, park district director, 


said he does not consider the hill dan- 
gerous If It Is used properly, and 
added that he knew of no other acci- 
dents there since the toboggan run 
was built five years ago. 


"I wasn't even aware of Mrs. • 


Buske's accident," Person said. "No- 
body contacted the park district. 
From what I can see, she must not 
have been using the hill properly. It's 
impossible, just impossible, to go into 
the creek if you're going down the hill 
the right way." 


MRS. BUSKE SAID her husband 


started the sled off with a shove down 
the north side of the hill (the correct 
run), but the sled hit a bump and 
turned toward the creek. 


"We were using the hill right, but 


my biggest concern is the boys about 
10 or 11 years old who go down the 
steeper side by the creek and think 
it's a great thrill," she said, adding 
that she would like to see the park 
district provide some type of super- 
vision at the hill or post signs warning 
tobogganers to stay away from the 
creek. 


"At this time, the park district has 


no plans to fence the hill or put up 
signs because so far, the problem has 
not been called to my attention," Per- 
son said. "If there is a problem, I 
would be willing to take a look at it 
and see if anything should be done." 


"All of this is really too bad," Mrs. 


Buske said. "We've really had'great 
fun over there and we'd hate, to see 
them take it out just because of this, 
but I think they should take some kind 
of safety precautions so that nobody 
else gets hurt."

Harper, faculty 
start 1976-77 
contract talks 


Salary negotiations for 1976-77 have 


begun between faculty and board 
members at Harper College. 


The first bargaining session of the 


year was held Monday, with both 
sides reporting an abbreviated pre- 
liminary meeting. The next bargain- 
ing session is scheduled for Jan. 20. 


Harper's nonunion teachers bargain 


with board members for salary and 
monetary fringe benefits each year. 
Faculty members turned down a pro- 
posal to unionize last fall. 


Last year's negotiations ended in a 


court battle when the board attempted 
to deny full negotiated raises to 11 
faculty members because their sala- 
ries would then exceed the salary 
range for their positions. The faculty 
members won the right to the full 
raises In June. 


Last month, the Harper board took 


steps to avoid similar problems this 
year by approving faculty salary 
ranges before negotiations began. 


Faculty Senate Pres. David Macau- 


ley raised strong objections to the 
move, contending that salary ranges 
are a negotiable item. Board mem- 
bers asserted that salary ranges have 
never been a part sA salary negotia- 
tions with the faculty. No forma] re- 
sponse has yet been made by the Fac- 
ulty Senate.

No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

Gov. Daniel Walker promised 


. Wednesday to maintain and Improve 
aUto services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1976.

The "no new taxes" pledge was one 


of the main themes used by Walker 
during his annual State of the State 
message to the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 


The governor cited three "critical 


areas" of concern for the coming 
year. These were: 


• Improve personal safety. 
• Hold the line on taxes and spend- 


ing. 


• Toughen state ethics law. 


• THE TOPICS WERE familiar 
themes (or the governor, who Is in- 
volved in a tough election battle. 
Many of the proposals outlined in the 


15-minute speech to both houses of the 
legislature have been advocated .,by 
Walker in the past. 


Walker did not comment in detail 


on the slate's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted i Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30. The Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $12.1 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 • a.m. United Press Inter- 
national reported videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield. 


In detailing his call "for increased' 


personal safety programs, Walker 
said the people should "not be afraid, 
to walk through the parks or take 
public transportation late at night."

S t a t e Rep. Donald Totten, 


R-Hoffman Estates: "One of the

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Arlington Crest 
to fight water, 
sewer hookup

Arlington Crest homeowners plan to 


oppose a village attempt requiring 
them to book into the village's water 
and sewer system. 


The village sent residents a letter 


last week saying state plumbing codes 
require homes with water mains in 
front of their property to hook into the 
system. The water mains were in- 
stalled in 1967 by a special assess- 
ment. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said 


72 homes in the subdivision are affect- 
ed by the ruling. Some homes in the 
area already are part of the system, 
he said. 


HARWIG SAID he has sought an 


opinion from Village Atty. Bradley 
Glass to determine if home rule au- 
thority gives the village the right to 
impose codes less strict than the 
Kate. If this is allowed, the village 
may be able to negotiate with the 
homeowners who do not want to tie 
Into the system, Harwig said. 


The village manager said if the 


code must be followed, the Home- 
owners have been given a June dead- 
line for completing the hook up. He 
said the cost of the work would vary 
with each situation but in any case 
the expense would have to be paid by 
the homeowner. 


Eveline Stenzel. spokesman for the 


homeowners, said the group is op- 
posed to the requirement because the 
subdivision prefers to continue using 
its own well water. "We want to con- 
tinue using our wells because we feel 
our water is superior to that of the 
village," she said. 


Mrs. Stenzel said she estimated the 


cost of the work to each homeowner 
may run as high as $1,000 including 
installation of a water meter on the 
property. She said the subdivision is 
still paying the special assessment for 
Installation of the mains. 


MRS. STENZEL said homes built 


after the mains were installed are al- 
ready Uad into the system. 


The homeowners asked for a meet- 


ing with village officials to discuss the 
matter. Village trustees, Village Pres. 


Wendell E. Jones and Harwig, said 
they would attend the homeowners' 
meeting Tuesday.

Social worker sought for police staff

Palatine's police chief hopes to hire 


a social worker and two staff mem- 
bers who will offer immediate help to 
persons needing police assistance. 


Police Chief Jerry Bratcher said he 


will seek approval from the village 
board to apply for about $31,000 in 
federal funds. The village cost would 
be about $1,701 


"It makes so much sense to get (so- 


cial work) expertise in the depart- 
ment ... and get help to these people 
when they need it," Bratcher said. He 
cited specific situations such as fami- 
ly fights, drug overdoses or suicide at- 
tempts. 


He added the workers will offer im- 


mediate counseling to upset or angry 
people and act as a referral service to 
other agencies. The program has been 
instituted with apparent success in 
Elk Grove Village, Wheaton and 
Miles, Bratcher said. 


HE NOTED it was a progressive 


step,police departments.need to ex- 
amine and 'that having social workers 
could act as a preventa'tive tool be- 
cause they could defuse a tense situ- 
atjoM or soothe emotions in traumatic 
situations. 


Patrolman William Cobb, juvenile 


officer, said the thrust of the program. 
"will be to provide early intervention 


services to selected individuals at the 
earliest point of contact with the 
criminal justice system, thus prpvid- 
ing a more effective remedy for the 
individual, the overloaded criminal 
justice system and the community." 


Cobb rioted social workers could as- 


sist family members when a suicide 
occurs or parents when their child has 
a drug overdose. When there are 'fam- 
ily disturbances, and "the violence 
has subsided, a person could be called 
in i,to get to the''root of the problem 
rigfit away," Cobb added. 


He said there are agencies available 


to troubled persons, but none of them 
are able to help when assistance is 


most crucial — just after the incident 
has occurred. "After 8 or 9 p.m., ev- 
erything is closed, except the police 
department," Cobb said. 
-BRATCHER SAID the social worker 
would have a master's degree in com- 
munity mental health or social work 
and that the staffers should be gradu- 
ate interns. They would work within 
the department and be summoned at 
night on a call-in basis.

No new taxes in 1976, Walker vows

G o v . Daniel Walker promised 


Wednesday to maintain and improve 
state services, but not to raise taxes 
during 1976. 


The "no new taxes" pledge was one 


of the main themes used by Walker 
during his annual State of the State 
message to the Illinois General As- 
sembly. 


The governor cited three "critical 


areas" of concern for the coming 
year. These were: 


• Improve personal safety. 
• Hold the line on taxes and spend- 


ing. 


• Toughen state ethics law.

familiar 


themes for the governor, who is in- 
volved In a tough election battle. 
Many of the proposals outlined in the 


15-minute speech to both houses of the 
legislature have been advocated by 
Walker in the past. 


Walker did not comment in detail 


'on the state's current cash-flow prob- 
lems, but predicted Illinois will have 
a $100 million balance when the fiscal 


year ends on June 30 The'Herald 
learned Tuesday that the state had a 
cash balance of $12.1 million as of 
Dec. 31 — the lowest level in the past 
15 years. 


Aides to the governor did not dis- 


tribute a copy of the speech or the 


more detailed 24-page message until 
about 11 a.m. United Press Inter- 
national reported -videotaped high- 
lights of the remarks were distributed 
to some Illinois television stations be- 
fore the speech was given to the press 
corps in Springfield. 


In detailing his call for increased 


personal safety programs, Walker 
said the people should "not be afraid 
to walk through the parks or take 
public transportation late at night "

The board voted 12-2 to allow apart- 


ment zoning up to eight units per acre 
pn the property, where a convalescent 
home is located. The home is between 
M o u n t Prospect and Arlington 
Heights on Central Road. 


Arlington Heights Village Atty. Jack 


Siegel said he would meet with Arling- 
ton 'Heights and Mount Prospect offi- 
cials to discuss whether to challenge 
the decision in court. 


The owners of Magnus asked for 


apartment zoning allowing- up to 17 
units an acre, while the two. villages 
wanted single family zoning to pre- 
vent apartment development. 


Since 1965, Magnus h?s had apart- 


ment zoning which specifies the gen- 
eral nature of the convalescent home 
not be changed. 


The Magnus Farm owner, Alexan- 


der Magnus, told .the zoning board he 
wanted zoning'for 17 apartment units 
per acre with a special use permit re- 
stricting the apartments to retirement 
homes. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS, however, in- 


sisted apartments were never ap- 
proved and asked the zoning board to 
prevent any retirement home devel- 
. opment. 


Zoning Board Chairman Alex Seith 


Wednesday said the board decided to 
compromise with the apartment zon- 
ing allowing- eight units to the acre 
with a special use permit saying that 
zoning would require. Magnus to ask 


for a zoning board hearing before re- 
tirement homes could be built.

Workshop answers kids' tough questions 
This sex ed class is for parents

What's a mother to do when her 


seventh-grade daughter 
wants 
to 


know about birth control' 


If daughter attends Cooper Junior 


High School, 1050 W. Plum Grove Rd., 
Buffalo Grove, her mother could find 
help arriving at answers through a 
two-part sex education workshop for 
parents being conducted by the Coop- 
er PTA. 


Led by Joyce Gallery, girls' physi- 


cal education and sex education 
teacher, the workshop is designed to 
help parents supplement the school's 
sex education program in areas the 
school does not cover: abortion, birth 
control, homosexuality, alternative 
life styles and moral questions of sex- 
ual behavior. 


The idea for the parent workshop 


came to Ms. Gallery and Principal 
Robert White after they noticed how 
perceptive students' questions had be- 
come in the course of the annual two- 
week sex education unit. 


B E C A U S E WHEELlNG-Buffalo 


Grove Dlst. 21 has limited its sex edu- 
cation program to information on hu- 


man reproduction, anatomy and so- 
cial diseases, the PTA governing 
board thought it might be a good idea 
to help parents with the harder ques- 
tions of human sexuality. They sched- 
uled parent workshops on sex educa- 
tion for this last Monday and Monday, 
Jan, 19. 


"We expected 20 parents at the out- 


side," said White. "We had 50 parents 
sign up." 


Carol Smith, an Arlington Heights 


mother, said she was curious to learn 
just what her eighth grade son knows. 
"He jokes around about it (sex) but I 
wonder how much he really knows," 
she said. 


"I'd like to combat some things that 


are hearsay," said Bruce Smith, her 
husband. "I think we can answer his 
questions better if we know what kind 
of information he's receiving." 


AT MONDAY'S session, Ms. Gallery 


briefly reviewed what the district 
teaches junior high school students 
about sex. This information was not 
new to many parents — Dist. 21 holds 
annual parent orientation meetings on 
their sex education program. 


Ms. Gallery gave parents the same 


pretest she gives seventh graders be- 
fore beginning the sex-education unit. 
Parents were asked to match terms 
like urethra, menopause, placenta and 
scrotum to their definitions, and some 
parents laughed as they discovered 
they had a few wrong answers. 


But they weren't alone. Ms. Gallery 


distributed a list of questions boys 
and girls commonly ask before taking 
the sex-education unit. Questions re- 
vealed that many seventh graders 
were in the dark about menstruation, 
parts of the anatomy and the process 
of reproduction, despite these topics 
being discussed in lesser detail in the 
lower grades. Although seventh gra- 
ders may wearily complain that they 
"know all that stuff," it's remarkable 
to see just how little they do know, 
Ms. Gallery said. 


The Dist. 21- sex education and fami- 


ly living program was adopted in the 
late 1960s, said Marjorie Beu, assist- 
ant superintendent for instruction. 
Taught in kindergarten through eighth 
grades, the curriculum stresses a

Human sex- 
uality enters the picture by fourth 
grade and becomes more sophis- 
ticated by junior high school, when 
students learn about reproduction, 
prenatal development, personal rela- 
tionships and venereal diseases. 


While Cooper's two-week sex educa- 


tion program teaches students the 
correct vocabulary and the basics 
about reproduction and sexual rela- 
tionships, society exposes them to far 
more complex problems that the 
schools don't handle. Next week, par- 
ents will be asked to share their 
thoughts and experiences in dealing 
with topics bke abortion, birth control 
and alternative life styles. Ms. Gal- 
lery will offer suggested ways of an- 
swering questions on these topics. 


With parent interest already higher 


than expected, White said it might be 
possible to offer future parent sex 
education workshops and open them 
up to parents outside the Cooper at- 
tendance area. At present, however, 
Monday's session will be limited to 
parents who attended this week's 
workshop, he said.

It used to be that the Playboy bun- 


ny insignia reigned supreme only in 
bachelor pads and Hugh Hefner's 
clubs. 


It was posh and daring to leave a 


copy of the monthly Playboy maga- 
zine lying oh the living room coffee 
table. It was bold to own a jigsaw' 
puzzle of a buxom nude, or pin a 
Playmate centerfold on the wall. It 
was appropriate for the swinging 
single to have that rabbit with a bow- 
tic smiling off glass mugs and ash 
trays. 


But no rrvre. What was once daring 


is now accepted just about every- 
where. You soon may find Playboy 
paraphernalia — mugs, pins, t-shlrts 
— sold in your local convenience gro- 
cery store. 


And that's bound to make Don Gue- 


rin happy. He's manager of Playboy 
Enterprises' distribution center at 800 
Morse Ave., in Elk Grove Village's 
Centex Industrial Park. 


FROM THAT BASE, Guerin keeps 


four Playboy hotels, 17 clubs and 


about 7,000 retail outlets supplied with 
Playboy products including tails, ears 
and bust pads that are part of the 
traditional bunny suits. 
, 


Twenty-three years ago, Hefner of- 


fered an original list of "only" 100 
products, but that list has mush- 
roomed. The demand is so great — 
and the market so big — that the or- 
ganization is considering selling some 
of the products to 7-Eleven and other 
convenience stores to satisfy the pub- 
lic. 


The club and its products have be- 


come so established that Hefner's re- 
sorts and hotels are as popular with 
families as they are with the single 
set. The wider the appeal, Guerin be- 
lieves, the better. 


"I think Playboy is constantly 


catching on with more people because 
it is changing with the times," said 
Guerin. "It's continuing to offer more 
to different sectors of society." 


GUERIN KNOWS all about the 


growing Playboy popularity. The ma- 
jor portion of the country's Playboy 
treasures are stored in the Elk Grove 
distribution center. 


Everything from best-selling paper- 


backs to rhinestone-studded t-shirts 
are marked with the company's rab- 
bit logo, put in boxes stacked to the 
ceiling and protected by a security 
system, Guerin said. 


About 120,000' of the products are 


shipped from the center each month, 
he said. The sale of Playboy products 
increased 40 per cent from 1973 to 
1974, but increased only 5 per cent 
from 1974 to 1975 because of inflation. 


"There is still more of a market for 


these items now than there was in 
1969 during the first Playboy boom," 
Guerin said. "The rabbit is recognized 
all over the world." 


AT ONE TIME or another it's been 


stamped on almost everything imagi- 
nable. Decals, sweaters,, children's 
sweatshirts, pipes, bar items, under- 
wear and luggage head the list of 
newer products. 


Playboy has even received requests 


for its logo on the more unusual such 
as a sailboat with a bunny painted on 
the side, Guerin said. 


The orders from keyholders and 


retailers like Sears and Gingiss keep 
coming in, and the items continue to 
go out, he said.
